Convention Success 
Indicates Rekindled Interest 

Summer has passed quickly, but a number of note- 
worthy events registered during the past months mark 
this year as one of great significance. The general 
enhancement of ANA services and programs for 
members, the return of interest in collecting as a hob- 
by, and a concerted dedication to finding solutions to 
the problems of grading are major landmarks. 

The ANA'S 95th Anniversary Convention, held in 
Milwaukee, August 6-10, was truly a showcase of 
what numismatics is all about. As such, it was clear- 
ly one of the best conventions ever, long to be remem- 
bered. The people responsible for this success cannot 
be individually acknowledged here, but I must state 
that 1 am proud of every one of you and extend my 
thanks both personally and on behalf of the ANA. 

The theme for the convention was "Family Fun for 
Everyone" — that's what was promised and what was delivered. Hospitality, friendli- 
ness, fun and collector involvement was evident throughout the week. A total of 1,235 
people attended the Numismatic Theatre and educational programs, and most every 
special-interest group meeting or social function played to a full house. Convention- 
goers even packed the ANA business meeting to hear the controversial keynote speaker, 
Howard Ruff. 

I was particularly proud of my YNs and all of our activities. Assisted by Michael 
Whelan and Dave Hunsicker, we had something for everyone: an educational forum, 
YN party. State Fair tour, awards breakfast and special "magic bid" auction. At the 
Boy Scout Merit Badge Clinic, organized by Tom Casper, more than 70 boys were cer- 
tified and received the coin collecting merit badge. 

Continued interest in the 1891 Club was encouraging and a testimony to the dedica- 
tion of ANA members who want to see that the Association's centennial is given a 
fitting tribute in 1991. Twenty-one new members enlisted, and goodwill donations 
of $671 were added to the fund. During the 80-member rally held at the Milwaukee 
Convention, Charles Colver was named chairman of the program for next year, followed 
by a discussion of the progress made on the centennial publication of an ANA history 
book. If you are not already a member of this elite booster group, you owe it to yourself 
to join now and participate in planning the ANA's centennial activities. 

Many felt that one of the most positive steps taken by the ANA was ratification 
of a proposal to establish a commercial (dealer) membership and to study appropriate 
regulations to govern business relations. ^If-regulation of the coin industry is not mere- 
ly a dream— it is a very necessary part of today's business and is essential if this in- 
dustry is to survive. Addressing this situation and the related intricacies of grading 
is indeed controversial, but the ANA intends to face these issues squarely. To ignore 
or deny the problems would serve no one; solutions can be found only through the 
cooperation and efforts of all concerned.

Collector Recounts Results 
of Disposition 

I would like to add my observations in 
regard to the article "The Collection" 
(December 1985), which discussed dispo- 
sition of a coin collection. I am a 25-year 
ANA member and past president of a local 
coin club. 

1 am recently retired and wanted to plan 
for the orderly disposition of my collec- 
tion instead of passing the burden to my 
executor or beneficiaries. To accomplish 
this I wrote to approximately 10 repu- 
table, nationally advertised dealers. The 
summarized results that follow seem to 
parallel those described in the article: 

1) Three dealers never gave me the 
courtesy of a reply. 

2) Four dealers, including one that I 
have dealt with in the past, stated they 
had no interest. 

3) Two dealers asked for details. One re- 
jected my material outright but continued 
to advertise weekly his need to purchase 
coins. The other made a tentative offer 
equivalent to 25 percent of Coin World 
values (as described in that periodical's 
"U.S. Trends" column). 

4) One final dealer visited me, evaluated 
the coins and took them for auction. I just 
received my settlement of the proceeds, 
which amounted to approximately 50 per- 
cent of Coin World values. 

I believe that my experience indicates 


that it is still very difficult to dispose of 
an average collection, even if a knowl- 
edgeable collector is making the effort. If 
an inexperienced individual is in charge 
of the liquidation, the estate is bound to 
be ripped off.

To commemorate the first anniversary of St. Louis, Mis- 
souri's refurbished Union Station, an exhibit of railroad 
memorabilia currently is displayed at the city's Mercantile 
Money Museum.

Equation Correlates Bagmarks and Grade 

John Sego of Carol Stream, Illinois, reports that he recent- 
ly discovered a mathematical formula that dictates the num- 
ber of bagmarks or scratches on a coin surface. He antici- 
pates strong resistance toward the formula from coin dealers 
but believes the collector is in need of a mathematic equa- 
tion that will determine a Sheldon number from the amount 
of marks on a coin's surface. 

"In my opinion, the Sheldon method should only dictate 
the number of bagmarks or scratches on the surface," says 
Sego. "One should save the adjectives for the footnotes." 

His equation, M = 10 (V^O -VG) or, solving for G, G = 
(V70 - . IM)^ where G is a Sheldon grade and M is the num- 
ber of marks on the coin surface, "is quite linear in the 
AU-55 to MS- 70 range but becomes exponential in the 
lower grades." 

Explains Sego, "In the first equation, '10' is a constant, 
which will give an answer of 3.04 bagmarks for an MS-65 
surface. If this seems incorrect in your coin experience, 
change 10 up or down to adjust the range of your experi- 
ence. If there is a coin grade of '0' by Sheldon's system, the 
equation says that it has 83.66 bagmarks or scratches on its 
surface. At the opposite end of the function, it says a grade 
of MS-70 — a perfect coin — has zero bagmarks. 

"If the pubhc accepts this equation, we will have to de- 
fine the length of a bagmark in millimeters, microns or 
some other unit of measure and [stipulate a particular] 
power magnification. This will be a problem of the future."

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COINS OF THE 

Nuestra Senora de Atocha 

A sunken Spanish galleon yields more than 
140,000 numismatic treasures

Little more than a year has passed 
since Mel Fisher's Treasure Salvors, 
Inc., after a 16-year search marked by 
tragedy and hardship, located and be- 
gan salvaging the rich treasure that 
was lost with the famed Nuestra Senora 
de Atocha, a Spanish galleon that sank 
during a storm in 1622, 41 miles west 
of the Florida Keys. The find generated 
great interest in the treasure, Fisher's 
operation and Key West in general, and 
has been covered by the media many 
times over in one manner or another. 

A great many people, especially 
coin collectors, are at the same time 
skeptical and inquisitive. Mel Fisher 
has a reputation for being crafty and 
overly resourceful, and to many his 
discovery is just another in a long 
line of unbelievable feats of sea sal- 
vage. However, three numismatists 
have had the good fortune to see the 


unbelievable with their own eyes. 

Leah Miguel of Treasure Salvors, 
based in Key West, Florida, invited 
members of the American Numismat- 
ic Association to examine the Atocha 
treasure, as well as observe salvage and 
conservation techniques. Selected to 
represent the ANA were Kenneth E. 
Bressett, director of education; Robert 
W. Hoge, museum curator,- and myself, 
editor of The Numismatist. Jeannette 
Mobley, an archaeology student at the 
University of Colorado who had as- 
sisted in the ANA museum the previ- 
ous two summers, accompanied the 
group at her own expense. Since the in- 
vitation included a chance to dive at 
the site of the Atocha wreck, a six- 
week crash course in scuba diving 
(completed in three weeks!) was in 
order, as no member of our trio had 
any prior experience. 
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This reconstruction of the ATOCHA is based on the actual construction contract found by 
Eugene Lyon in the Archive of the Indies in Seville, Spain. The construction of the SANTA 
MARGARITA was similar, and the outlined area on the sterncastle indicates those portions 
of the MARGARITA'S hull that were recovered in 1981. treasure salvors, inc. 


The Sinking of the Atocha 

Even though the English, French and 
Dutch challenged the Hapsburg's claims 
in the Western Hemisphere, Spain re- 
mained the most powerful nation in 
Europe in the early 17th century. To 
its shores fleets of galleons carried the 
wealth of the Indies, which was neces- 
sary to maintain Spain's high appear- 
ance of court, nobility and power. 

In the summer of 1622, a fleet of 
Spanish ships, including the Nuestra 
Senora de Atocha and her sister ship, 
the Santa Margarita, took on heavy 
cargos of royal and private treasure in 
Cartagena, Portobelo and, finally, Ha- 
vana. The fleet didn't sail from Havana 
until September 4 — the height of the 
dreaded hurricane season. Less than 48 
hours into the voyage, in the Straits of 
Florida, the fleet was scattered by a 
rapidly moving hurricane. Eight ships 
lost sails, masts and rudders, and were 
swept toward the Florida Keys. 

From the Marquesas Keys to the Dry 
Tortugas, the ships were tossed upon 
the reefs and shoals by driving wind 
and rain. The Atocha struck a shallow 


reef and sank in 55 feet of water, while 
the Margarita was swept onward until 
she grounded six miles north of the 
Atocha on a wide shoal known today 
as " the Quicksands." Only 5 crewmen 
of the 265 persons aboard the Atocha 
survived, while 68 crewmen escaped 
the wreck of the Margarita. No passen- 
gers from either vessel survived. 

The Manifest 

According to manifests, or cargo lists, 
on record in Seville, Spain, the Atocha 
and the Margarita were laden with 
gold, silver and copper, as well as 
tobacco and indigo, a plant valued for 
the blue dye derived from it. The 
Atocha carried an estimated 7,175 
ounces of gold in bars and discs; 1,038 
silver bars; approximately 255,000 
hand-stamped silver coins from mints 
in Potosi, Lima, La Plata, Mexico City 
and Santa Fe de Bogota; 15 tons of Cu- 
ban copper; 300 bales of indigO; and 
500 bales of tobacco. 

The Atocha’s silver cargo totaled 
more than 47 tons, each bar weighing 
roughly 75 pounds, while the Margarita 
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carried about half as much. Each bar 
bore a registry number, owner's marks 
and the bar's weight, which, along with 
the name of the shipper and owner, 
were carefully recorded in the manifest 
by the ship's silvermaster. "Legal" bul- 
lion was marked with the sello real, or 
tax stamp, indicating the royal tax had 
been paid. 

Though officials were judicious about 
logging the legal shipments, smugglers 
were just as careful not to register their 
precious items. Smuggling was rampant 
at the time, even though the penalty 
for trafficking gold was 200 lashes and 
10 years chained to an oar in a Spanish 
galley. Many of the gold bars retrieved 
from the Atocha and the Margarita are 
cmdely cast, showing no evidence of 
tax stamps — proof positive that they 
were contraband. In addition, gold coins, 
nuggets and chains, and numerous 
emeralds were found, virtually none of 
which were listed in the manifest. 


The Indefatigable Fisher 

By the time Ken, Bob and I complet- 
ed our dive training, we began to ques- 
tion whether we'd be able to put our 
new skills to use. Because of Fisher's 
cloudy reputation, some encouraged 
the ANA not to send its representa- 
tives to Key West, feeling that the 
Association might suffer some embar- 
rassment. However, the ANA decided 
to proceed with its plans. 

Throughout most of his 20-odd years 
of treasure hunting, Mel Fisher has 
been dogged by controversy. In 1963 he 
sold his chicken ranch in California 
and moved to Florida to comb the 
ocean for the treasure of the 1715 
Spanish Plate fleet, lost off the Florida 
coast around Vero Beach. Soon after, 
he found it. 

With money in his pocket, he began 
his quest for the Atocha, the "Big A." 
However, his source of information 
was unreliable, and in 1966 Fisher be- 
gan his search in the wrong area, ap- 
proximately 10 miles southwest of Key 
Largo near present-day Islamorada. 

Frustrated, Fisher contacted historian 
Eugene Lyon, who was researching his 
doctoral dissertation at the Archive of 
the Indies in Seville, Spain, and per-

suaded him to look for references to 
the lost galleons. Finally, in February 
1970, Lyon found a remarkable docu- 
ment — a detailed expense report by 
Francisco Nunez Melian for the salvage 
of the Santa Margarita. The worm- 
eaten document led Lyon to believe 
the fleet was lost around the "Cayos 
del Marquez," now known as the Mar- 
quesas Keys, more than 100 miles 
from where Fisher had been searching. 

Fisher promptly moved his base of 
operations to Key West, 35 miles east 
of the Marquesas. He logged more than 
120,000 linear miles before finding a 
huge galleon anchor in June 1971, the 
same size and shape as those carried 
by the Atocha and the Margarita, along 
with silver coins, gold bars and chains, 
and several matchlock muskets. The 
coins were dated 1621 and earlier. Un- 
doubtedly, he had found one of the 
richly laden galleons, but which one? 

No more significant discoveries were 
made imtil 1973, when Fisher's divers 
found thousands of silver coins, more 
gold bars, chains and muskets, and 
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three large silver bars. Eugene Lyon 
again came to the rescue, deciphering 
the markings on the bars as those 
listed on the manifest of the Atocha. 
Fisher had indeed found treasure from 
the legendary vessel. 

Throughout this period, Treasure 
Salvors and other such operations la- 
bored under permits issued by the 
State of Florida, which, in most cases, 
took 25 percent of the recovered goods. 
On the surface this arrangement did 
not seem unfair; however, salvors of- 
ten waited years before they received 
their shares. 

In early 1975, the Supreme Court of 
the United States ruled on Florida's 
coastal boundaries which clearly placed 
the Atocha in international waters, be- 
yond the control of the State of Flori- 
da. Nevertheless, the United States 
government claimed ownership of 100 
percent of the treasure. To protect its 
75-percent share. Treasure Salvors filed 
an admiralty action in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court, claiming discovery and 
rightful ownership of the treasure. The 
legal battles were costly, and, though 
Fisher eventually won, his operation's 
finances were severely threatened. 

Cannons and Tragedy 

Then, on July 13, 1975, Fisher's son 
Dirk found nine bronze cannons, each 
weighing approximately IVi tons. Using 
information provided by Eugene Lyon, 
the markings on the cannons were 
matched to those listed in the arma- 
ment segment of the Atocha manifest. 
Treasure Salvors was finally on the trail 
of the "Mother Lode," the main wreck 
of the Atocha — or so everyone thought. 

At the height of the excitement 
tragedy struck. Dirk Fisher, his wife 
Angel and a crew of divers anchored 
near the Marquesas Keys late one after- 
noon so that they might begin work 
early the next day. During the night a 
leak developed, and their boat, the 
Northwind, rapidly took on water, cap- 
sized and sank. Though eight crew 
members managed to escape, Dirk, 
Angel and diver Rick Gage did not. 

For three years following the unhap- 
py accident, the search for the Atocha 
continued without any new finds or 


clues as to the true location of the bulk 
of the treasure. By 1979 Fisher had 
spent 12 years and $6,000,000 search- 
ing for his dream — to many, an impos- 
sible one to fulfill. 

The Search Continues 

On a hunch, in Winter 1980 Fisher 
decided to check an area that he had 
marked previously. With the aid of a 
magnetometer, an instrument that de- 
tects the presence of iron objects, he 
found some old anchors and a large 
quantity of ballast stones of the kind 
used to stabilize cargos in the holds of 
17th-century galleons. This find was 
only the beginning. By the following 
spring. Treasure Salvors had uncovered 
the Margarita. Although it was not the 
treasure Fisher sought, the find was 
enormous, yielding $20 million. 

The discovery of the Margarita, 
though indeed satisfying and exciting, 
did not sway Fisher from his ultimate 
goal of finding the Atocha. Duncan 
Mathewson, marine archaeologist for 
the operation, had developed a theory 
that the Atocha lay south-southeast of 
the Quicksands in deeper water. Kane, 
Fisher's youngest son, adopted Dun- 
can's theory and plotted a path from 
the Quicksands to the site of the Mar- 
garita and beyond. 

For three years little was discovered 
of any great importance — a coin here, a 
ballast stone or two there. Flowever, 
enough was found to maintain their 
interest in what now had come to be 
known as "Kane's Line." By Spring 
1985 most everyone was beginning to 
think that surely they were too far 
east. Then, on May 27, Memorial Day, 
the sea yielded another offering — 13 
gold bars and 16 emeralds in magnifi- 
cent gold settings. Surely they were on 
the right track! But the next five weeks 
turned up nothing. 

Then, on July 19, Cartographer Ed 
Little emerged from his chart room 
and asked Bleth McHaley, vice presi- 
dent of Treasure Salvors, if she would 
"like to see the Atocha." Ed showed 
Bleth a side-scan sonar reading that he 
was convinced represented the elusive 
ship. After an agonizing night of antici- 
pation, Kane positioned his unsightly

coastal rig Dauntless over the spot, 
wondering if the instrument readings 
were right. Was the mother lode below? 

He lowered the '"mailboxes," two 
large elbows of pipe, from their stem 
mountings into the water. (Developed 
by Mel Fisher and now used by most 
sea salvors, the pipes carry turbulent 
water from boat's propellers to the 
ocean floor, blowing the shifting sand 
away from whatever might lie beneath.) 
Two miles from the Memorial Day 
discovery, two divers — one with a port- 
able metal detector — descended into 
the crater blown by the mailboxes. 

Greg Wareham saw numerous coins 
at the bottom of the crater but swam 
away to see if he could spot anything 
else. Soon he returned, motioning to 
Andy Matroci to follow him. In min- 
utes, Andy knew of Greg's excitement. 
A reef-like mound composed of stones, 
copper ingots and dark bars shaped like 
loaves of bread sent their metal detec- 
tor screaming. They had found it! The 
mound was 70, maybe 80 feet long, and 
half as wide. Kane's Line had paid off — 
they had tracked the Atocha to its 
tragic end. 


The Treasure 

The most precious items naturally 
were salvaged first. Nearly 40 tons of 
silver bars have been recovered, along 
with a number of gold bars and a stag- 
gering quantity of emeralds. As of May 
15, 1986, Treasure Salvors had retrieved 
nearly 450 emeralds weighing a total 
of 1 Vi pounds. The following week, 
another 174 green gems were found, 
and the next weekend an astounding 
2,300 more were located. One "grand- 
daddy" stone weighs 77 karats, and a 
number of others range from 30 to 40 
karats — all natural, uncut gems. 

Other artifacts, too numerous to 
mention here, have been recovered as 
well — silver plates, vases, goblets, 
utensils and gold jewelry. Many of the 
gold chains are 20 to 30 feet long, with 
one measuring 50 feet! Thousands of 
pottery shards, along with some intact 
ceramic items, are being studied for^ 
composition and origin. 

Rapiers, muskets, musket balls and 
other weaponry have been found, as 
well as hundreds of personal items, 
such as beads, buttons, chain links, 
rosaries and crucifixes. Also found

were 43 full and 28 partial or broken 
coin ''chests/' numerous small clumps 
of coins and many thousands of loose 
coins, totaling more than 140,000 
specimens. That's what we three from 
the ANA wanted to see. 

ANA Arrives 

During our five-day visit, we met the 
staff at Treasure Salvors' Key West 
headquarters and observed its activi- 
ties. Of course, we were most inter- 
ested in the salvage and conservation 
techniques employed, and spent most 
of the first day familiarizing ourselves 
with the operation's different depart- 
ments — administration, processing, con- 
servation, research and exhibits. We 
took time out to rent scuba-diving gear 
in preparation for the next two days at 
the wreck site, 41 miles to the west. 

The Dive 

The next morning, with Ted Miguel, 
Treasure Salvors' director of dive 
operations, at the helm of his 22-foot 
boat, Ken Bressett, Robert Hoge and I, 
along with "Doug" Douglas, an in- 
vestor and member of the board of 
Treasure Salvors, headed out of Key 


West harbor for the hour-long voyage 
to the wreck site. 

We landlubbers were a bit nervous 
about our first dive in the ocean's vast 
salt waters. (Our initial diving class 
was conducted in a municipal swim- 
ming pool in Colorado Springs; our 
final certification dive took place in a 
cold, murky reservoir in Denver a week 
before we departed for Key West.) 

Thirty-five miles out we approached 
the Marquesas Keys that we had read 
so much about, and soon we could see 
three boats anchored close to one an- 
other. The largest, the 97-foot Ma- 
gruder, was flanked by two smaller 
boats, the Dauntless and Swordfish. 
The boats weren't quite what we ex- 
pected. Although they appeared sea- 
worthy, the vessels seemed a bit de- 
crepit and ungainly with their rusty, 
unpainted hulls and the "mailboxes" 
dangling astern. 

By then it was almost noon. The 
temperature was in the low 80s, but 
humidity was high and the sky was 
partly cloudy. As Ted navigated his 
boat around the stem of the Magruder, 
the ocean seemed choppier than be- 
fore, particularly with the proximity of 
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The SWORDFISH, 
one of the vessels 
used to recover 
the ATOCHA 
treasure. 



the bobbing vessels. We boarded the 
main salvage craft and loaded the div- 
ing gear aboard, flushed with anticipa- 
tion of our first real dive. After having 
some lunch, we met the crew and Cap- 
tain Dick Klaudt, who, along with 
Giacomo Amoroso, the divemaster, 
briefed us on diving procedures. 

Next, Ken, Bob and I inspected some 
artifacts that were salvaged only a few 
days before, including a dozen or so 
small emeralds, some 8-real coins, a 
silver plate and a lead papal seal that 
presumably had been affixed to a reli- 
gious document at one time. 

Finally it was time to dive. As we 
donned our gear, we were informed 
that the boat was anchored about 100 
yards southwest of the main site. Over- 
whelmed by a now-or-never feeling, we 
stepped down a ladder over the port 
side into the emerald green water. Af- 
ter receiving a signal that all systems 
were go, we swam to the stem of the 
boat to locate a line that we could fol- 
low down to the bottom. As we de- 
scended, hand over hand, the dive crew 
watched our every move, not to moni- 
tor our honesty, as we first suspected, 
but to ensure our safety. 

Shortly after reaching the excavation 
site, 54 feet below, Bob's buoyancy- 
control jacket malfunctioned, inflated 
and dangerously shot him to the sur- 
face like a cork. The crew immediately 
came to his aid, determined that his 
lungs had not been damaged by the 
rapid change in water pressure, and 


helped him solve the problem. Mean- 
while, Ken and I, oblivious to Bob's lit- 
tle scare, anxiously investigated the 
bottom. The ocean floor was devoid of 
vegetation — nothing but pulverized cor- 
al and broken shells. Once Bob rejoined 
us, Vince Trotta, one of the Magrudefs 
divers, pointed out some ballast stones 
and handed one to each of us, as we 
were extremely buoyant because of our 
high level of excitement. The extra 
weight fixed that. 

Thirty minutes later, we surfaced 
and scaled the ladder to the Magruder’s 
deck. It was an exhilarating first ex- 
perience, but at the same time a little 
anticlimactic. We really didn't see 
much, other than a few ballast stones, 
pottery shards and some barrel hoops. 

A Glimpse of the Wreck 

The next days' dive was definitely 
more exciting, yet sobering. We arrived 
aboard the Magruder for lunch, and 
then transferred to the Swordfish to 
dive on the "primary cultural deposit," 
the remains of the hull of the Atocha. 

Tom Ford, captain of the Swordfish, 
briefed us as to what we might expect 
to see. One by one, we went over the 
port side, tingling with excitement. As 
the three of us descended, we slowly 
began to see dark areas that were the 
remains of the hull timbers. 

Suddenly, a chill engulfed us as we 
realized that we were looking upon the 
watery grave of 260 Spaniards who 
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Kenneth Bressett (left), ANA director of education, and N. Neil Harris, editor of THE NUMIS-

perished three and a half centuries ago. 
No obvious signs of treasure, for most 
already had been brought to the sur- 
face and taken to Fisher's headquarters 
for immediate conservation, security 
and display. All that remained were 
timbers, tons of ballast rocks, a pile of 
copper ingots, a few small pieces of 
pottery, and a gloomy pall. At one 
point, Bob Hoge paused to survey the 
scene, nearly straddling a large nurse 
shark. (Although not particularly 
humorous at the time, we all laughed 
about the incident once we were safe 
aboard the Swordfish.) 

Studying the Coins 

The fourth day began our close study 
of the coins and Treasure Salvors' con- 
servation techniques and grading sys- 
tem. We visited with Sandy McKinney, 
resident expert on the Atocha coin 
hoard and executive director of the Mel 
Fisher Maritime Heritage Society, Inc. 
She explained that of the 140,000 coins 
recovered thus far, only 80,000 have 
been cleaned or processed. Eighteen 
full or partial "chests" comprised ap- 
proximately 50,000 of the examined 
pieces, the rest being single coins or 
small clumps. 

The "chests" actually are huge 
blocks of encrusted coins that assumed 
the shape of the chests or boxes in 
which they were contained; the six- 
board wooden boxes themselves were 
very fragile and in many instances had 
totally disintegrated. (Such chests were 
crude and more crate-like than the 
treasure chests we fantasized about as 
children.) The coins appear to have 
been placed in the chests at random, 
for specimens from both the Mexico 
Mint, dated as early as 1607 and as 
late as 1616, and the Lima Mint, dated 
between 1572 and 1578, were repre- 
sented in every chest. 

The heaviest chest weighs 140 
pounds and has yet to be processed. A 
137-pound chest revealed 2,516 coins, 
all 8 reales, while a chest of 2-real 
coins weighing 124 pounds yielded 
7,139 pieces. The most common coins 
processed thus far are silver 8-real 
pieces stmck at the Potosi Mint, attrib- 
uted to assayers T or Q and bear the 
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Great piles of silver bars recovered from the ATOCHA repose in the exhibit area at Treasure 
Salvors ’ headquarters.

At present, 
only 67 gold coins have been recovered, 
most of them 2-escudo pieces dated 
from the 16th century and originating 
from Spain's Old World mints. 

Coin Conservation 

Reclamation of the encrusted coin 
''chests/' rigidly bound in a matrix of 
silver chlorides, sulfides and calcareous 
deposits, posed quite a challenge. Over 
the years Treasure Salvors has tried 
many methods of freeing and cleaning 
the coins. Currently employed is a 
three-step process that enables them to 
clean hundreds of coins at one time. 

Naturally, the first step is to remove 
the coins from their bondage. Arrocon 
726, a substance used in the textile in- 
dustry, successfully removes the calci- 
fication without eroding the coins' sil- 
ver composition. A clump of coins is 
soaked in this solution, which in turn 
transforms the calcification into a 
more manageable, mud-like goo that 
can be easily rinsed away, leaving 
most of the coins as single, though 
still heavily encrusted specimens. 

Next, the specimens undergo elec-

trolytic reduction, whereby the coins, 
which act as cathodes, are suspended 
from alligator clips in a solution of 
5-percent sodium hydroxide along with 
a stainless steel plate, which serves as 
the anode. A carefully regulated elec- 
tric current is passed through the coins, 
causing the deposits on them to ionize 
and migrate to the positively charged 
steel plate. Each tank can process about 
600 coins every 48 hours. 

Following a thorough rinsing to re- 
move the electrolyte and any remain- 
ing sulfides, the coins are ready for the 
last step. For 10 minutes they are 
turned over and over in a lapidary tum- 
bler filled with a liquid burnishing 
compound and fine steel shot, much 
the same manner in which modern-day 
mints prepare planchets for coins and 
medals intended for sale to collectors. 
After a final rinsing, the coins are 
clean and bright, and their legends are 
rendered more legible than with other 
methods of cleaning. 

The coins are kept together accord- 
ing to their original clumps so that in- 
formation about the contents of each 
chest can be studied and analyzed. The 
coins are sorted by mint and assayer, if 
possible, and returned to the curatorial 
department for a second, more careful 
sorting. Each coin then is assigned a 
number and entered on a computer 
system, which records a digital image 
of both obverse and reverse. 


For numismatists, coin cleaning is a 
very controversial subject. However, in 
the case of sea-salvaged coins from the 
16th and 17th centuries. Treasure Sal- 
vors' conservation process appears to 
be reasonable and practical, especially 
considering the monumental task of 
conserving more than 140,000 speci- 
mens, with more pieces being salvaged 
almost daily. 

Coins of the Atocha 

The coins illustrated here were 
selected by Sandy McKinney and the 
author from Treasure Salvors' research 
collection and are representative speci- 
mens from the hoard of the Nuestra 
Senora de Atocha, many of which pre- 
viously were considered very rare. 

The New World silver coins are fas- 
cinating, as no two are alike. Each was 
hand-struck and carries the coat-of-arms 
of the reigning Spanish monarch; the 
reverses feature a cross quartered by 
the lions and castles emblematic of the 
Spanish kingdoms of Castile and Leon. 
The coins, known as macuquinas, or 
cobs, were cut from long, thin bars of 
silver and issued in denominations of 
V4, Vi, 1, 2, 4 and 8 reales. 

The following catalog lists, in chron- 
ological order according to mint, the 
denomination, the monarch under 
whose reign the coin was issued, assay- 
er, date (or the period in which the 
coin type is known to have been is- 
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sued), and any comments necessary for 
a clearer understanding of the piece. 

As far as is known, the Colombian 
Nuevo Reino de Granada coins from 
the Bogota Mint bearing RN or S mint- 
marks and the mark of assayer A are 
unrecorded outside the Atocha recov- 
ery. The first assayers at the Potosi 
Mint appear to have been B and R, as 
illustrated by the Philip II coins (num- 
bers 19 and 20). All dated assayer M 
coins bear the year 1617, while dated 
R/L assayer coins are marked 1618.

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Grading System 

Nearly 1 10,000 coins have been 
processed, cleaned and graded. The 
following commentary and illustrated 
specimens explain the system used by 
Treasure Salvors to assign grades to 
the coins of the Atocha hoard. '"Grade 
I" represents the highest degree of 
preservation, while "Grade IV" indi- 
cates the lowest. 

Details such as double strike; odd, 
reversed or broken shields,- or trans- 
posed lions and castles on the reverse 
are noted but do not affect the grade. 

Coins with legible inscriptions that 
are misspelled or have letters reversed; 
pieces that exhibit transposed mint- 
marks or assayer marks; and 
specimens that are almost perfectly 
round, flat and possess extraordinarily 
fine engraving, are noted and possibly 
added to the research collection for fur- 
ther study. Most of the coins recovered 
exhibit severe seawater damage. The 
higher quality specimens generally are 
from the interior regions of the larger 
coin "chests" or smaller clumps. In ad- 
dition, thousands of fragments are not 
identifiable. Every coin grading below 
Grade IV is considered a fragment. 


Grade I 

A clean strike should exist on both 
the obverse and reverse. No pitting or 
erosion should be evident except for 
details missing at edges. Mintmarks 
and assayer marks and other details, 
such as shield, outside legend, and 
lions and castles, should be clearly 
visible. No cracks or smears should 
mar details. 

Grade II 

A Grade II specimen should resem- 
ble a Grade I coin except for the 
presence of smudging, discoloration, 
cracks or erosions that obscure the 
details outlined for Grade 1. Either the 
mintmarks or assayer marks, some 
details of the shield, and at least one 
each of the lions and castles should be 
identifiable. 

Grade III 

One side should be fairly legible and 
the other reasonably so. The piece 
should resemble a Grade II coin except 
for pitting; absence of detail on either 
the shield or cross; discoloration; ero- 
sion of one edge beyond the mint, 
assayer or denomination spaces at the 
sides; or erosion of the entire crown at 
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Potosi Mint, 8 reales, Philip III, Assay er Q, c. 1616.

top or into the shield at the bottom. 
The mint should be easily recognized 
from cross details, and at least some of 
the shield details should be legible. 

Grade IV 

One side should be identifiable as a 
coin of this period by any of the details 
given in the three higher grades. 

Marketing Strategies 

Treasure Salvors' plans for marketing 
the coins of the Atocha have not yet 
been finalized, although the vast ma- 
jority of coins, as well as most of the 
other treasures, eventually will go to 


the many investors who have sup- 
ported the company. Treasure Salvors 
surely will undertake a major market- 
ing effort. It is known that a few credit 
card corporations are interested in of- 
fering the Atocha coins through their 
monthly mailings. 

Many seem to think that any mar- 
keting plan would be targeted at the 
general public, not the numismatic 
community. The effect of such a plan 
on existing collections is uncertain, 
though some experts feel that the great 
romantic interest in the treasure 
would create a strong market for the 
coins in any sector, and devaluation of 
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existing collections would be short- 
lived. We can only wait and see. 


Conclusions 

whether you respect Mel Fisher for 
his dogged persistence or doubt his in- 
tegrity, one thing cannot be denied — 
he has made one of the most impor- 
tant numismatic discoveries of all 
time. The sheer number of pieces re- 
covered suggests that much knowledge 
will be gained about the coins of this 
period, and, like it or not, the new in- 
formation will be difficult to refute. 

Some archaeologists feel the discov- 
ery of the Atocha by a private firm is a 


tragedy, as very little of the treasure is 
likely to find its way to museums, 
where it can be fully studied and pre- 
served. Some criticize Treasure Salvors 
for not using proper care and recog- 
nized techniques in its salvage opera- 
tions, while others feel that Fisher's 
group is doing a creditable job in view 
of the magnitude of the find.

$187,000 and was subsequently purchased by Martin Paul along 
with another prominent East Coast dealer. 

The early history of this particular coin is somewhat clouded. It is 
thought that it may have come from Koch & Company of Vienna, 

Austria about 1875. There is, however, a possibility that it may have 
originated with William Idler who had privileged, close connections 
with the Mint. T. Harrison Garrett acquired this coin from the collection 
of O.H. Berg, of Baltimore, Maryland when his collection was sold by 
John Haseltine at his 68th sale. Acting as agent, George W. Cogan 
purchased the coin for Mr. Garrett for $740 with the addition of $25 
for his agent fee, making the actual price to Garrett $765. The coin 
eventually passed into the hands of John Work Garrett and was held in 
the Garrett estate until it was offered by Bowers and Ruddy at auction 
in 1980. The under bidder was Walter Perschke of Chicago at $375,000. 
The buyer was Pullen & Hanks Inc. of El Paso. Tfexas at $400,000, 
setting an auction record for a United States silver coin. 

Pullen & Hanks subsequently sold the coin to Sam Colivita for a sum 
close to $500,000. It later passed through the hands of two anonymous 
collectors and was later consigned to auction. 

Today, we have the great pleasure of offering this great American classic 
for immediate sale; subject to prior sale of course. The condition is 
widely acknowledged as Extremely Fine-40, as documented by the 
eminent numismatist, Q. David Bowers in two of his auction catalogues. 
It is of the Class III style as described by Eric P. Newman and Ken

The U.S. mint produced coinage for 
154 years before striking a non-circu- 
lating commemorative piece on which 
was enshrined a Black American. Re- 
sponsible for executing this milestone 
was Isaac Scott Hathaway, the first 
and only Black sculptor to design U.S. 
coins. He successfully demonstrated 
his genius to the nation when he im- 
mortalized Booker T. Washington on a 
commemorative half dollar.^ Authori- 
zation for the coin came on August 7, 
1946, followed by a second commis- 
sion in 1951 for the conjoined busts of 
Washington and George Washington 
Carver that appeared on the Washing- 
ton-Carver commemorative half dollar.^ 
Isaac Hathaway, an artist, sculptor, 
educator and ceramist, was bom in 
Lexington, Kentucky, on April 4, 1872. 
He served as head of the ceramic de- 
partment at Tuskegee Institute (193747) 


and Alabama State Teachers College 
(1947-66) in Montgomery. His widow, 
Umer, who resides at Tuskegee In- 
stitute, is in her own right a skilled 
ceramist and sculptor who shared her 
talents with her husband. (Alert, high- 
ly intelligent, knowledgeable, and a 
lively conversationalist with a knack 
for detail, she is listed in Who's Who 
of American Women and Men and 
Women of Distinction). 

Among his many achievements, 

Isaac Scott Hathaway accomplished 
several ''firsts" during his lengthy ca- 
reer as an educator and artist. He is 
known as America's first accomplished 
Black male sculptor, a pioneer who in- 
troduced ceramics into the Black col- 
lege curriculum and preserved the an- 
thropological interests of his race by 
making "life" and "death" masks of 
many well-known Blacks and sculp- 
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Hathaway was the first 
sculptor in the United States 
to make the largest plaster 
cast used in a successful 
litigation. 

tures of prominent personages in Af- 
rica, Asia, Europe, the West Indies and 
the United States. He performed note- 
worthy work in the Anthropological 
Division of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion while preparing a government 
exhibit for the Chicago World's Fair 
exposition. The Sorbonne, a college of 
the University of Paris, invited Hath- 
away to exhibit his work, especially 
busts of Frederic Douglass, Mary 
McLeod Bethune, Paul Laurence Dun- 
bar, Booker T. Washington and George 
Washington Carver. 

Writing in The Negro History Bul- 
letin in January 1958, Hathaway's friend 
Carter G. Woodson noted: 

Hathaway was the first Negro 
sculptor and the first sculptor in the 
United States to make the largest 
plaster cast to be used in a successful 
litigation. This was the Whayne sui- 
cide case of Louisville, Kentucky, in 
1904. The cast, a landscape form con- 
sisting of the stump of a tree 6 feet 
in height and the surrounding ground, 

16 feet long and JVi feet wide, was so

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realistic that the opposing counsel in- 
terrupted the proceedings by calling 
the judge's attention to it, asserting 
that this supposed plaster cast was 
nothing but a section of ground re- 
moved from the place where the dead 
body had been found and was thus 
mutilation of property. A surveyor 
who was sent to take measurements 
of the ground and the tree stump 
testified that its measurements and 
that of the Hathaway cast were iden- 
tical. Both the actual death scene and 
Hathaway's big cast model were ad- 
mitted as evidence in this court case. 

The circumstances under which 
Hathaway received the commission to 
design the Booker T. Washington half 
dollar were shrouded in controversy. 
Hathaway, Washington and Carver 
were acquainted with each other, and 
in 1907 the sculptor traveled to Tus- 
kegee and made a life mask of Wash- 
ington. (Umer Hathaway laughingly re- 
counts how Carver refused to have a 
life mask made, as if to suggest that 
he wasn't quite ready to die.) Thus, 
the sculptor felt that he "knew" his 
subjects better than anyone. 

When Hathaway heard that Dr. S.J. 
Phillips of the Booker T. Washington 
Birthplace Committee was sponsoring 
the minting of a half dollar, Hathaway 
asked to compete for the design con- 
tract. At the time, commissioning a 
design for a commemorative coin was 
a complicated procedure. After Con- 
gress passed a commemorative coinage

bill, the coin's sponsor became respon- 
sible for selecting and paying the sculp- 
tor. The sculptor's preliminary design 
was submitted to the Commission of 
Fine Arts for approval, upon which the 
sponsor contracted with the sculptor 
to model the actual design. 

Dr. Phillips made the mistake of en- 
gaging Charles Keck, a New York art- 
ist, to sculpt the Booker T. Washing- 
ton commemorative before a design 
proposal had been approved by the

Commission. In the meantime, Hath- 
away kept pressing Phillips to consider 
his own design. With great reluctance, 
Phillips finally agreed and gave Hath- 
away the required measurements for 
the model — 8 V 2 inches in diameter and 
1 inch thick, with a Vaa-inch relief. A 
perfect drawdng of the coin design was 
required for a decision, and, according 
to Umer Hathaway, her husband 
"worked sedulously to meet the re- 
quirements of the Commission." 

A comparison of Hathaway's and 
Keck's drawings revealed that the lat- 
ter was inferior. Phillips submitted 
both proposals to the Commission, 
which surprisingly chose Hathaway's 
design. It was felt that Hathaway was 
more qualified to sculpt the model be- 
cause he was pt^rsonally acquainted 
with Washington and had made life- 
size masks of him. Phillips reported 
that Hathaway's design was preferred 
because it was a better likeness, better 
executed and better satisfied the 
mint's requirements.

ington family were unhappy with the 
decision because they favored Keck's 
design. However, the final decision of 
the Commission was binding. The 
selection infuriated Keck, and the hot- 
ly contested issue became an embar- 
rassment. Keck had been president of 
the National Sculpture Society, an 
organization upon which the federal 
government often relied to design its 
sculpture. The selection of Hatha- 
way — an outsider and a Black — was a 
very disconcerting blow to the Society. 
Many at the time felt a lack of gen- 
uine White support and sluggish accept- 
ance of the coinage proposal. 

Because Phillips had made a contract 
with Keck before the designs were sub- 
mitted to the Commission, Keck de- 
manded that the agreement be honored 
and Phillips was obliged to pay him 
$1,500. To pay Hathaway $1,000 for his 
design, Phillips mortgaged his house. 

Regardless of the outcome, Phillips 
is to be commended for completing a 
Herculean task, for he worked hard 
and made personal sacrifices to see the 
job through. Mrs. Hathaway speaks 
highly of Phillips: "He was a great 
disciple of Booker T. Washington, and 
since he was a member of the Tuske-

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gee Institute agriculture faculty, he 
had close connections with George 
Washington Carver." 

The law authorizing the Washington 
half dollar noted that the coin would 
"commemorate the life and perpetuate 
the ideals and teaching of Booker T. 
Washington. The coin represented a 
second emancipation of Black America. 
President Lincoln's 1863 Emancipation 
Proclamation gave Blacks brief eco- 
nomic and political freedom, but the

newly freed slaves were unprepared for 
either and only a few could meet the 
sudden, short-lived challenge. Follow- 
ing World War II, the G.I. Bill provided 
educational emancipation for Blacks. 
However, many returning veterans 
were not prepared to meet the new 
freedom of educational opportunity. It 
was hoped that proceeds from the sale 
of the commemorative would melio- 
rate this situation. 

A pamphlet released to promote sales 
of the Washington half dollar, entitled 
"We're Looking for a Half Chance" 
and published in New York by the 
Booker T. Washington Birthplace Me- 
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morial, noted: ^'The authorization of 
the special minting of five million 
Booker T. Washington Memorial half 
dollars was based upon the need for a 
maximum of $2,500,000 to improve 
the welfare, education and training of 
the young American Negro." The pam- 
phlet urged the establishment of a 
Booker T. Washington School of Indus- 
trial Training, arguing that "there were 
virtually no facilities open to our 
million of Negroes. The G.I. Bill does 
not help thousands of Negro veterans 
who lack educational qualifications to 
enter existing schools and colleges." 

At the time, the industrial training 
approach was the most accepted ave- 
nue to help returning veterans and the 
multitude of Blacks who had no formal 
preparation to enter the colleges avail- 
able to other veterans utilizing the G.I. 
Bill. Hence, the Washington commem- 
orative was to be the vehicle to fund 
industrial training, promote Black self- 
determination and foster the ideals of 
Booker T. Washington. 

The pamphlet pointed out that "very 
few of America's 14,000,000 Negroes 
have received high school or industrial 
training. Their ability to produce goods 
that make up our national wealth has 
not been developed because they lack 
training. The Booker T. Washington 
School of Industrial Training will make 
it possible for many of these people to 
develop their capacities. The major por- 
tion of the fund will go toward build- 
ing a specialized Industrial Training 
School at the Birthplace of Booker T. 
Washington. Here, young Negro men 
and women who are below high school 
and college level will be trained for 
some definitive service to the com- 
munities in which they live." 

The Booker T. Washington half 
dollar is an artistic marvel. Hathaway 
skillfully portrayed Washington in 
three-quarter profile, a most difficult 
stroke of artistry that was lauded as a 
sizable achievement. The reverse bears 
the legend FROM SLAVE CABIN TO 
HALL OF FAME, together with depic- 
tions of the crude home of Washing- 
ton's birth and the beautiful edifice of 
the New York University Hall of Fame. 

A total of 3,091,205 Washington half 
dollars were stmck from 1946 through 


1951 (an unknown quantity of the 1946 
issue was melted). A complete set con- 
sists of 18 pieces — a Philadelphia, Den- 
ver and San Francisco issue for each 
year — and in MS-65 condition is valued 
in excess of $4,000 in today's market. 

The coinage act of September 21, 
1951, authorizing the Washington-Car- 
ver half dollar, allocated the proceeds 
"to oppose the spread of communism 
among Negroes in the interest of na- 
tional defense." Stated kindly, the so- 
cial environment of the time — unem- 

The social environment of 
the time was ripe for Blacks 
to become targets of com- 
munist evangelism. 

ployment, poverty, racism, oppression, 
social injustice, lack of educational 
and economic opportunities, demean- 
ing press coverage, lynchings and in- 
cessant police brutality — was ripe for 
Blacks to become targets of commu- 
nist evangelism. Thus, the Washing- 
ton-Carver commemorative was in- 
tended to call attention to and abate 
the tide of communist infiltration into 
the unsuspecting Black population. 

Numismatists often think of coins, 
especially commemoratives, as "his- 
tory in your hand," a remembrance of 
the past. The Washington-Carver half 
certainly is thus — a tribute to two 
Black educators who shared their ex- 
pertise with America. Yet, the coin 
also speaks to the future. The con- 
joined busts of Washington and Carver, 
confidently gazing to the right, carry a 
message for all — "Come together, edu- 
cate and achieve." They suggest the 
possibilities summed up by the coin's 
reverse inscription: AMERICANISM • 
FREEDOM AND OPPORTUNITY FOR ALL. 

The complete set consists of 12 
pieces — one each from Philadelphia, 
Denver and San Francisco for 1951 
through 1954 — and in MS-65 condition 
is valued at mo;re than $2,900.

design and sculpt a United States coin 
and in so doing has left behind a leg- 
acy of hope for future generations. His 
widow, Umer, now 85 years of age, 
still resides at Tuskegee Institute in 
Alabama. Her obversations have been 
most helpful in relating this narrative, 
a tribute that hopefully will preserve 
the memory of her husband in the 
numismatic world.

NOTES 

1. Booker Taliaferro Washington (1856-1915), for many years a leader of American 
Negroes, was first president of Tuskegee Institute. Although dire poverty precluded regular 
schooling as a youngster, his determination to secure an education took him to Hampton 
(Virginia) Normal and A^cultural Institute, where he worked as a janitor to help defray ex- 
penses. Following graduation and two years of teaching children in a day school and adults 
at night in his hometown of Malden, Virginia, Washington was selected in 1881 to head a 
newly established Negro normal school in Tuskegee, Alabama, an institution with two 
small, converted buildings, no equipment and very little money. 

Tuskegee Normal and Industrial Institute became the singular achievement of his life's 
work. At his death, 34 years after its founding, Tuskegee had more than 100 well-equipped 
buildings, 1,500 students and a faculty of nearly 200, teaching 38 trades and professions. 
Washington believed that the best interests of the Negro were to be realized through educa- 
tion rather than by political agitation for civil rights. He was opposed by many Black in- 
tellectuals who deplored his emphasis on industrial education. Among the dozen books he 
wrote are Up from Slavery (1901), which has been translated into at least 18 languages, and 
My Larger Education (1911). 

2. George Washington Carver (1864-1943), a chemurgist and agricultural experimenter, 
devoted his life to agricultural research for the betterment of the South. He received his 
bachelor of science degree in 1894 from Iowa State College, where he worked as a botanist 
until earning his MS in 1896, the same year he joined the staff of Tuskegee Institute. Per- 
suading southern farmers to diversify their crops by planting soil-enriching peanuts and 
sweet potatoes instead of soil-depleting cotton. Carver next solved the problem of finding 
uses for these crops, which had become overabundant as foodstuffs. From the peanut he 
made cheese, milk, coffee, flour, ink, dyes, soap, wood stains and insulating board, as well as 
some 300 hundred other products. From the sweet potato he produced flour, vinegar, 
molasses and rubber.

AUSTRIA HONORS A NATIONAL HERO 

JOHN STRAUSS ana 128873 

In 1805 the Treaty of Pressburg awarded the Austrian crownland of Tyrol to Bavaria, 
Napoleon's ally. Three years of Bavarian rule destroyed the institutions of the local 
peasantry, including universal service in the militia and popular election of represent- 
atives. The Tyroleans rebelled against their Bavarian masters in 1809, half-heartedly 
aided by Austrian autocrat Francis I, to whom all expressions of public will were 
anathema. The rebels elected as their leader an innkeeper from the Passeier Valley— a 
large man by the name of Andreas Hofer (1767-1810).* 

Although reluctant to assume command of the ragtag army of farmers, mountaineers 
and tradesmen, Hofer was able to defeat a small Bavarian troop near Sterzing on April 
1 1, 1809. Not long thereafter, his men elected him commander-in-chief of the entire 
Tyrolean militia, and in May 1809 he seized Innsbruck, the provincial capital. 

Finally, following a great battle at Berg Isel on August 13, the Bavarians were driven 
from the country, and, as there was no Austrian administration in the Tyrol, Hofer was 
appointed governor. However, with the 
Peace of Vienna (Treaty of Schonbmnn) 
on October 14, 1809, the Tyrol was sur- 
rendered to Napoleon. 

Hofer's men continued their hopeless 
resistance until January 1810, when Hofer, 
who had gone into hiding, was betrayed 
to the French for a sum of 5,000 florins. 

He was taken prisoner on January 28 and 
brought to Mantua, Italy, where he was 
court-martialed on February 19 and shot 
the following day.^ 

Under Hofer s brief administration, two small coins were struck — a copper Tkreuzer 
coin and silver 20-kreuzer piece, both featuring the Tyrolean eagle. It is said that he 
kept one of the silver coins in his pocket as a good-luck piece, later giving it to the 
sergeant who commanded the firing squad. 

Rightfully considered one of Austria's national heroes, Hofer is remembered on two 
commemorative coins released by that country. In 1959 the Vienna mint struck a 
50-schilling .900 silver coin in celebration of the 150th anniversary of the rebellion. 
The obverse of the 20-gram piece bears Hofer's portrait along with the legend TIROLER 
FREEHEIT ("Tyrol's Liberty") and the dates 1809 and 1959, while the reverse features 
the Tyrolean eagle encircled by the coats-of-arms of the Austrian provinces and the 
inscription REPUBLIK OSTERREICH and denomination FUNFZIG SCHILLING. Total mint- 
age was 3,000,000. 

A second commemorative— a .925 silver 500 schillings— was struck in 1984 in observ- 
ance of the 175th anniversary of Hofer's struggle. On the obverse stands the valiant 
innkeeper with the Tyrolean flag draped over his left shoulder. The figure, flanked by 
the dates 1809 and 1984 at the left and the Tyrolean eagle at the right, is surrounded 
by the legend 175.JAHRESTAG DES TIROLER FREIHEITSKAMPFES ("175th Anniversary 
of Tyrol's Fight for Liberty"). The reverse shows the denomination in the center, around 
which are the arms of the Republic and Austria's nine provinces and the inscription 
REPUBLIK OSTERREICH. Total mintage of the 24-gram coin was 600,000.

Uncut Sheets Bear 
“Old Sheqalim'' Notes 

In an effort to encourage collectors, 
three uncut currency sheets bearing the 
old 1,000-, 5,000- and 10,000-sheqalim 
notes are offered by the Bank of Israel cur- 
rency department. Each sheet comprises 
three uncut notes, housed in an attractive 
folder featuring full-color illustrations. 

Moses Maimonides — the Jewish schol- 
ar, physician and astronomer whose 850th 
birthday was celebrated last year— is de- 
picted on the front of the 1,000-sheqalim 
note, the back of which shows the City of 
Tiberias, where he is buried. Two varieties 
of the Maimonides note are available — the 
normal version with the Hebrew word for 
''Rabbi" speUed correctly as "HaRav," and 
an error note with "RaRav." 

The 5,000-sheqalim note features a por- 
trait of Levi Eshkol, Israel's prime minis- 
ter and minister of defense who helped 
engineer the country's military victory in 
the Six Day War. The back depicts the vi- 
tal pipelines that irrigate the Judean desert. 

A portrait of Israel's beloved Prime 
Minister Golda Meir graces the front of 
the 10,000-sheqalim note, together with 
a depiction of Meir's visit to Moscow to 
attend Rosh Hashonah services in 1948, 
when she was mobbed by 40,000 admir- 
ing Russian Jews. The Meir sheet sells for 
$33, the Eshkol sheet for $20, and either 
version of the Maimonides sheet is priced 
at $9.

The Numbers Game 


We live in a world of numbers. The 
typical American has a social security 
number, a zip code, a telephone number 
and an area code, account numbers 
with businesses, and additional num- 
bers on credit cards. Numismatists are 
apt to have an ANA membership num- 
ber. Coins in various series most like- 
ly are attributed by number as well, 
such as an Overton- 101 half dollar, a 
Sheldon- 156 large cent, a Ryder- 15 Ver- 
mont copper coin, and so on. And then 
there is the subject of grade numbers. 

In June 1986 the ANA Board of Gov- 
ernors added more numbers to the 
ANA'S official grading standards, such 
as AU-58, MS-61, MS-62 and so on. 
Now 1 1 numbers exist in the uncircu- 
lated range from MS-60 to MS-70 — each 
space is filled. 

A review of the inception of grade 
numbers is of interest. The basic ANA 
scale is adapted from a formula devised 
by Dr. William H. Sheldon. The good 
doctor, who practiced at the Presbyter- 
ian Hospital associated with Columbia 
University in New York City, possessed 
organizational skills and liked to be as 
scientific as possible. In the field of med- 
icine, his Atlas of Men, which drew 
much attention when published, con- 
tained hundreds of photographs describ- 
ing the physical characteristics of hu- 
mans. Sheldon hoped that the medical 
world, after reading his work, could 
readily identify different body types. 

At the same time, Sheldon avidly col- 
lected large cents of the 1793-1814 era, 
an avocation rooted in his childhood, 
when, on quiet evenings, his father 
would display a box of early coppers 
before young William's wondering eyes. 


I Unlike silver or gold coins, early cents 
; came in a wide variety of hues, like 
i autumn leaves, ranging from black to 
I bright orange, green to brown, and just 
about every shade between. Sheldon 
delighted in observing the differences. 

By the 1940s, Sheldon had studied the 
cent field carefully, was conversant 
with the published monographs about 
various years of cent issuance and 
knew, firsthand, most of the personal- 
ities in the field. Having a penchant for 
thinking in a logical manner, he won- 
' dered whether the pricing of large cents 
was strictly a matter of chance — a ran- 
dom situation — or whether it fit into a 
pattern. After studying market prices 
obtained in auctions and elsewhere dur- 
ing the late 1940s, he concluded that, 
generally, a coin in very fine grade 
(which he later designated as VF-30) was 
worth about half the price of a basic un- 
circulated cent (later designated as 
MS-60). Sheldon refined his grading 
ideas and in 1949 published Early Amer- 
ican Cents, a magnum opus that treated 
every aspect of 1793-1814 cents. The 
work of Clapp, Crosby, Doughty, Fros- 
sard. Hays and other large-cent histo- 
rians was distilled, modified and assem- 
bled in numerical sequence, beginning 
with Sheldon- 1 — the famous 1793 
Chain AMERI cent — and continuing 
through the year 1814, ending with 
Sheldon-295. 

Sheldon proposed that cent values 
could be determined on a scientific ba- 
sis. To calculate the value of a given 
cent, all one need know, according to 
Sheldon, was the basal value of a given 
variety, expressed in dollars, and the 
grade of the piece, also expressed nu- 
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I merically. A relatively plentiful cent 
might have a basal value of $1, while 
a scarcer or more popular variety might 
have a basal value of $5. Many different 
basal values were assigned, depending 
upon the perceived value of each issue. 
Thus, hi^er values were assigned to 
cent varieties such as the several issues 
of 1793, the Sheldon-48 1794 Starred 
Reverse, the famous 1799 and the 1804. 

Then, Sheldon devised a numerical 
grading scale. Using contemporary mar- 
ket values, he determined that a coin 
in basic uncirculated grade was worth 
twice the price of a coin in very fine 
grade. Other correlations were estab- 
lished and, when all was said and done, 
the numerical scale began at condition 
1 (known as ''basal state" and denoting 
a barely-identifiable piece worn nearly 
smooth) and ended with MS-70 (a per- 
fect coin "exactly as it left the dies, ex- 
cept for a slight mellowing of the col- 
or"). Intermediate grades included 
Fair-2; Very Fair-3; Good-4, -5 and -6; 
Fine- 12 and -15; Very Fine-20 and -30; 
Extremely Fine-40; About Uncircu- 
lated-50; and Mint State-60 and -65. 

Multiplying a coin's basal value by its 
numerical grade yielded the market val- 
ue. Thus, computed by Sheldon's mar- 
ket formula, a large cent with a basal 
value of $5 would be worth $20 in 
Good-4 grade, while the same piece in 
Fine- 12 would command a $60 price. A 
similar coin in MS-60 preservation 
would be worth $300, while an MS-65 
piece would bring $325. 

Because Sheldon realized that certain 
pedigrees would increase value, as 
would a particularly appealing surface 
or other characteristics, he noted that 
on infrequent occasions a piece might 
I be worth more than the formula price, 
but he was quick to emphasize that in 
no instance would a cent be worth 
more than twice its book value. 

The market formula worked well 
through 1953. When the Anderson- 
DuPont Collection of large cents was 
sold in that year, Sheldon noted that the 
prices realized more or less fit the for- 
mula he devised. After that, the market 
changed, and before long collectors were 
paying sharp premiums for higher- 


graded pieces. No longer was an MS-60 
coin worth just twice the price of a 
VF-30 piece. The margin widened, and 
in many cases an MS-60 coin became 
worth 10 or 20 times the value of a 
VF-30 coin. Today, the margin is much 
wider, for a typical 1801 cent of a com- 
mon variety most likely would be worth 
$300 in VF-30 but in MS-60 would bring 
thousands of dollars; an MS-70 piece, if 
one could be found, would be worth tens 
of thousands of dollars. 

I also should mention that Sheldon 
had other ideas concerning numbers, in- 
cluding a numbered rarity scale ranging 
from R-1 (quite common) to R-8 ihis 
highest degree, referring to a coin tnat 
is unique or nearly so). However, the 
idea of a numerical scale for rarity was 
not new. Edgar H. Adams and William 
H. Woodin used a scale from R-1 to R-15 
in their book about U.S. pattern coins, 
published nearly 40 years earlier. 

After 1953 the Sheldon numerical 
scale for grading, as related to market 
prices, was simply an interesting relic 
with no commercial application. Still, it 
lived on, and the numbers were adopted 
by large cent collectors as a sort of short- 
hand. As the years progressed, numisma- 
tists specializing in other areas occa- 
sionally used the Sheldon system. By the 
early 1970s, colonial coins, half cents 
and certain other early pieces often were 
given designations such as F-12, VF-20 
and the like. 

In 1958 the Brown and Dunn grading 
guide for U.S. coins was published, de- 
scribing by means of line drawings dif- 
ferent grades, such as good, fine, etc. 
This volume served as the standard for 
a number of years. In 1970, following 
years of photography and study, James 
F. Ruddy published Photograde, which 
photographically described coins in var- 
ious circulated grades. Because differ- 
ences among uncirculated coins cannot 
be illustrated on a consistently accurate 
basis, adjectives alone were used for the 
top categories. 

In the 1970s the American Numis- 
matic Association decided to get into 
the grading game. Abe Kosoff, appointed 
head of a committee to look into the 
matter, solicited the opinions of others 
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throughout the hobby and within a cou- 
ple years established some guidelines. 
A numerical scale for grading was de- 
sired, he stated, and several possibilities 
existed. One was to create a new scale, 
perhaps using numbers 1 through 100, 
a scheme that seemed to have a scien- 
tific aspect. Another idea was to resur- 
rect the Sheldon scale from 1 through 
70. After much discussion, the latter 
concept won approval. 

My own opinion is that the Sheldon 
scale, intended as a market formula for 
1793-1814 large cents, developed a 
number of faults by the 1970s. For ex- 
ample, the grade of Very Fine began at 
VF-20 in the Sheldon scale and con- 


tinued all the way to EF-40, a span of 
19 numbers, but the several varia- 
tions of the uncirculated grade were 
crammed into a narrow 1 1 -point range 
from MS-60 to MS-70. 

By 1977 ANA Grading Standards for 
United States Coins was published, and 
by the next year ANA grades were be- 
ing used in the hobby. In 1983 the ANA 
Board of Governors voted to add two 
new grades to the uncirculated spec- 
trum, MS-60 and MS-67. Then, in June 
of this year, five more uncirculated 
grades were added. So there you have 
it. Grading systems have evolved to the 
extent that today we have more grading 
numbers than ever before.

When Does a Hobby Become a Business? 


Unlike a business-related loss, a sim- 
ilar loss incurred in pursuit of a hobby 
or other pleasure-seeking activity can- 
not be used to offset ordinary income 
for income tax purposes. Hobby-related 
expenses, which can only be applied 
against hobby income, cannot be used 
to reduce one's taxable income from sal- 
aries, interest, dividends, capital gains 
or other sources of gross income. 

Although the pertinent tax law is 
quite definitive and draws absolute rules 
for the treatment of ordinary business 
losses and non-deductible hobby losses, 
in reahty the difference between a profit- 
making business and a pleasure-seeking 
hobby is not always easy to ascertain. 

Quite often an individual derives 
from his business more pleasure than 
profit. Should such a business be treat- 
ed, for tax purposes, as a hobby? On the 
other hand, many times a hobby ac- 
cidentally turns into an extremely prof- 
itable activity. One man's pleasure is 


often another man's work. 

When considering taxes, the key 
question is when does an activity cease 
being a hobby and become a business? 
Most people seem to think that such a 
transition occurs only when a hobby 
becomes profitable. However, a hobby 
might be regarded as a business even 
before it actually turns a profit — when 
the individual clearly establishes that 
his or her primary motive is to make a 
profit and that such an objective (often 
referred to by the courts as "requisite 
greed") is more significant than the 
pleasure motive. 

In one interesting case, a man trav- 
eled around the coimtry and sampled 
meals at the finest gourmet restaurants 
in each city. He claimed tax deductions 
for travel and meals, stating that he 
planned to write a gourmet's guide to 
fine dining. The tax court disallowed 
the deductions and loss, claiming that 
the taxpayer did not demonstrate a gen- 
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uine expectation of making a profit 
from the book. A court of appeals, how- i 
ever, overturned the decision, ruling 
that ''expectation of making a profit 
isn't necessary — all that's required is 
that profit be the objective." 

One way of establishing profit as the 
primary objective of numismatic ac- 
tivities is to actually make a profit in 
two of five consecutive years. To help 
determine whether the profit motive is 
a "primary" objective, IRS regulations 
offer the following guidelines: 

• Businesslike manner in conducting 
the activity 

• Expertise of the individual or his/her 
advisors 

CftMSUMl 

• Amount of time and effort devoted 
to the activity 

• Expectation of appreciation in value 
of assets 

• Success of the individual in similar 
activities 

• Record of profits and/or losses from 
the activity 

• Financial status of the individual 

• Elements of personal pleasure or rec- 
reation 

While these guidelines are not inflex- 
ible constraints, they are key factors 
considered by the IRS to determine if 
an activity is a business or a hobby.

During the past several years a num- 
ber of coin dealers have offered sets of 
1982 cents as premiums or promotional 
items. I have yet to hear from anyone 
not satisfied with their coins, but most 
felt there had to be a catch because the 
price was so low. 

U.S. cents of 1982 are unusual be- 
cause seven major varieties were issued, 
including pieces made in both Denver 
and Philadelphia in copper or zinc with 
either large or small date numerals. All 
are normal coins in every other respect; 
none is scarce by any standard. They are 
fun to collect and should be a part of 
any complete set of Lincolns. 

In the latest offering, these seven 
1982 cent varieties will be sent to you, 
postpaid, for just $2, housed in a special 
holder. What's more, satisfaction is 
guaranteed, although grade is not men- 
tioned. I guess they are all uncirculated.

because sets produced from worn pieces 
would be more costly. 

Nobody is going to get rich either 
buying or selling these coins. They are 
a bargain, but customers are limited to 
three sets, because, as stated in the ad, 
this is an introductory offer aimed at 
building customer confidence. A price 
list of other coins and approval-service 
offerings is included with orders. 

In this era of so many shams, it is re- 
freshing to find a straightforward and 
open promotion designed to build new 
collecting interest by offering affordable 
and interesting coins. The hobby defi- 
nitely needs more such exposure, rather 
than the horror stories we have been 
hearing about high-pressure boiler-room 
operations aimed at one-time investors.

Selling sets of U.S. coins seems to be 
a prevalent scam, probably because of 
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the popular belief that a complete set 
of any kind of coin is far more valuable 
than the sum of its components. 

One such offering promoted for sev- 
eral years now is a '"rare" nine-piece un- 
circulated set of Susan B. Anthony dol- 
lar coins, available in a special custom- 
designed case for the once-in-a-lifetime 
price of only $90 plus postage. As usual, 
supplies are limited — both collectors 
and dealers can order a maximum of 
only three sets. 

The big attraction of this promotion 
is the claim that SB As are U.S. Treas- 
ury minting errors, described in a foot- 
note as such because the government 
used a size so close to the quarter-dollar 
coin that the SBA dollar does not cir- 
culate today and thus is unobtainable. 

To lend credence to the claim about 
the rarity of the Susan B. Anthony dol- 
lar, the ad relates what happened to the 
20-cent coin of 1875-78, which today 
can be worth $1,200, and suggests that 
the same appreciation might befall the 
small dollar coin. 

As with many similar promotions, the 
SBA is described as a family heirloom of 
great value that should be passed along 
to your children, which would be a wise 
move if you want someone to see the 
day when these coins are worth the pur- 
chase price of $90. If you just desire a 
set for enjoyment today, try your local 
coin dealer and pay less than $20.

Did you receive your Silver-Gram" 
recently? Mine came in a very official 
envelope that I could hardly wait to 
open. I could tell immediately that this 
was either a great investment opportu- 
nity or that I had already won an auto- 
mobile and had only to inspect some 
property in the Everglades to collect. 

The bulletin was from a very official- 
sounding mint and provided the oppor- 
tunity to invest in a $50 silver coin at 
only slightly more than face value. Now 
that was intriguing because few coun- 
tries make $50 coins anymore and I 
have never heard of one limited to on- 
ly 8,000 serially numbered pieces. 

Fortunately, the thing is illustrated in 
the ad and obviously is not a coin. 


Rather, it is simply a 5-ounce silver 
"round" struck with a fairly attractive 
design featuring a North American na- 
tive and the denomination "$50" but no 
issuing authority. The ad also carries 
the standard disclaimer that this mint 
is not associated with any government 
mint and that the use of the term 
"coin" doesn't imply that the offering 
is money. 

No explanation is given for the claim 
that "you can always redeem it for 
cash," nor do I understand the logic 
behind the claim that purchasing one 
of the pieces is like buying 5 ounces of 
silver for $19. (Each piece sells for $69 
plus postage, and the 25-year guarantee 
promises a $50 refund per piece.) One 
can only hope that this unusual enter- 
prise will still be in business for that 
long, or that silver indeed will soon be 
selling for $40 to $80 per ounce as the 
promoters predict. 

As bullion, this piece is both attrac- 
tive and unusual. The price is not out- 
rageous for a collectible, but other 
methods of investing in bullion surely 
would prove safer and more profitable. 
Buy this round for what it is and you 
will enjoy it. Don't be misled into think- 
ing it is a coin, a super investment or 
a family heirloom.

The business-reply card with this of- 
fering indicates that MS-65 U.S. silver 
dollars have appreciated 160 percent in 
the past 24 months. By returning the 
card, I can learn why rare coins have 
surpassed most other kinds of invest- 
ments and are climbing yet, along with 
a bunch of other keen information 
about buying coins. 

If you are about to get into investing, 
this is the kind of information you 
need, but be sure to check out the stated 
facts against supporting documenta- 
tion. You might not want to provide 
your telephone number on the initial 
contact, but the instructions state that 
you must and that only serious in- 
quiries, intent on purchasing a mini- 
mum $1,500 portfolio, will be proc- 
essed. If you are that serious, you 
should check this out thoroughly.

My Kingdom 

A specimen of one of the most fa- 
mous of all American coins, the 1804 
dollar, was sold at auction earlier this 
year for $187,000— a very impressive fig- 
ure, until you learn that six years earli- 
er the very same coin sold for $400,000. 

In the scramble to acquire a specimen 
of 'The King of American Coins" at 
least one investor abdicated a good por- 
tion of his financial resources. Perhaps 
the familiar line should read: "A coin! 

A coin! My kingdom for a coin!" 

Only 1 5 specimens of the 1 804 silver | 
dollar are known to exist. Unlike their ! 
Morgan and Peace variety cousins, the j 
1804 dollars are not highly-touted as | 
bargains when purchased by the gem j 
BU roll, nor are they listed with week- ' 
ly bid/ask quotes on the "Grey Sheet." 
And, to my knowledge, not one genuine 
specimen has been offered through an 
unsolicited telemarketing sales pitch. 
However, even with such obvious mar- 
keting disadvantages, these historic 
pieces never fail to generate excited in- 
terest whenever one is offered for sale. 

As Kenneth E. Bressett and Eric P. 
Newman explained in their excellent 
1962 numismatic detective book. The 
Fantastic 1804 Dollar, no $1 coins ac- 
tually were stmck in 1804. Apparent- 
ly, some of the dollars bearing that date 
were struck in the 1830s for special pre- 
sentation sets to be given by the U.S. 
State Department to the Sultan of Mus- 
cat and the King of Siam. (Uncle Sam has 
been handing out nice ^s to appease 
our overseas friends for many years.) 

In the late 1850s and perhaps early 
'60s, several more 1804-dated dollars 
were struck under rather suspicious cir- 
cumstances. (Uncle Sam and his em- 
ployees have been involved in this kind 
of activity for many years, too.) 

One of the 15 specimens was pur- 
chased in 1883 by T. Harrison Garrett, 
whose family managed the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. The success of the 
family business permitted him to dab-

ble in rare coins. (By the time the Gar- 
rett Collection was sold at auction, the 
entrepreneur's dabbling was worth 
more than $25 million — sort of like 
what Brylcream advertisements used to 
proclaim: "A little dab'll do ya.") 

Garrett's impressive collection even- 
tually was donated to Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, which sold 
most of the items in four auctions con- 
ducted by Bowers S<. Ruddy during a 
two-year period, from March 1979 to 
March 1981. His specimen of the 1804 
dollar was offered in March 1980 at the 
second sale. The highest bidder happi- 
ly paid $400,000; however, his hap- 
piness faded as fast as the Chicago Cubs' 
yearly dreams of the pennant. Less than 
a year after commanding the $400,000 
price tag, the coin was sold at auction 
in February 1981 for only $190,000. 

March 1980, you will remember, was 
virtually the height of the last big rare 
coin investment boom. Anything that 
i combined rarity, quality and pedigree 
quickly sold and usually could be resold 
for a significant profit just days, if not 
minutes, later. But by mid- April of that 
year, the boom was rapidly on its way 
to becoming bust, affecting even 
Draped Bust 1804 dollars, 
j Earlier this year, that same $ 190,000 
coin was sold again. This time it 
brought even less — $187,000, including 
the 10-percent buyer's fee. T. Harrison 
Garrett didn't pay anything close to 
that amount when he purchased the 
coin back in 1883 at the auction of the 
O.H. Berg Collection. His total price, in- 
cluding a $25 commission, was a mere 
$725. (Back in those days wealthy col- 
lectors like T. Harrison and O.H. could 
afford expensive coins but apparently 
not full first names— only initials.) 

As I was writing this column, three 
dealers with a joint interest in the Gar- 
rett coin were offering it for sale at 
$240,000. At least this time someone 
was determined to make a profit.

Counterfeit 1796 Half Dollar Discovered 


A high-grade 1796 half dollar recently 
was submitted to the ANA Certification 
Service for an opinion. Upon visual in- 
spection of the coin, the authenticators' 
suspicions were aroused. A quick check 
of the coin's weight and specific gravity 
confirmed their doubts about the piece's 
authenticity, as both determinations were 
well outside normal mint tolerances. 

Unlike most new counterfeits, which 
generally are die-struck, this example ap- 
p)ears to be an excellent cast copy, evi- 
denced by the large number of tiny pits 
on its surface. The workmanship is vir- 
tually identical to two other counterfeits 
of early U.S. coins— a 1796 quarter dollar 
and a 1797 half dollar. (The 1796 quarter 
counterfeit was reported in the October 
1982 issue of The Numismatist.) 

Both the obverse and reverse of this 
specimen exhibit a large number of "lint 
marks," which normally occur when a 
thread falls between the planchet and the 
die face. The thread is pressed into the sur-

face of the coin during the striking proc- 
ess, usually falling out afterward and leav- 
ing behind a small depressed line on the 
coin's surface. "Lint marks" are most 
common on 19th-century proof coins, as 
proof dies frequently were wiped with 
cloths during production. Such marks, 
however, are not commonly seen on 18th- 
century U.S. coins. 

Another diagnostic of this counterfeit 
is the considerable amount of microscopic 
raised lumps of metal on the surfaces, 
many of which are found at the junctures 
of raised devices or letters and the field. 
Several letters appear to have been lightly 
tooled in an attempt to smooth out these 
areas. Most likely these lumps resulted 
from a less-than-perfect transfer process 
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Tooling around periphery of Y in LIBERTY. 
Raised metal between Y and star.

between the original model coin and the 
casting molds, although they also might 
be caused by verdigris on the model coin. 

As mentioned, the most condemning 
evidence against this coin is its weight 
and specific gravity. A genuine 1796 half 
dollar in similar condition weighs approx- 
imately 13.48g and has a specific gravity 
of 10.3. The counterfeit specimen has a 
weight of 12.47g and a specific gravity of 
1 1.4. The latter figure is quite revealing, 
particularly because pure silver has a 
specific gravity of only 10.5. 

ANACS believes this cast was made of 
a mixture of gold, silver and copper, the 
gold accounting for the higher specific 
gravity. Presumably this mixture was em- 
ployed by the counterfeiter to improve the 
'Ting" of his cast copies. When tapped on 
its edge, a typical cast counterfeit emits 
a much duller, shorter ring than a genuine 
die-struck coin (see "Distinguishing Rep- 
licas from Counterfeits," September 1986). 

The coin used to produce this counter- 
feit is obviously a high-grade specimen. 
Because the 1796 half dollar is extremely 
rare, it should be possible to find the gen- 
uine coin that was used to make the coun- 
terfeit molds. If anyone can identify and/ 
or locate this coin, please contact the 
ANA Certification Service. Perhaps the 
counterfeiter can be traced through the

coin's pedigree (he still may be actively 
practicing his craft!). If you can help, 
please write to ANACS, File #1796, 818 
North Cascade Avenue, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80903-3279. All information will be 
kept in strictest confidence. 

ANACS urges all numismatists to care- 
fully scrutinize their early U.S. material. 
Those pieces with unusual characteristics 
should be subjected to additional testing 
or submitted for certification. The ANA 
Certification Service does not recommend 
heavy reliance on pedigrees; in the past 
six years the counterfeit half dollar illus- 
trated here has appeared in two major auc- 
tions, prior to which it resided in a rather 
famous collection. — MF

Milwaukee Convention Dubbed a "Collectois’ Show" 


Milwaukee, Wisconsin, made national 
headlines on Wednesday, August 6, though 
unfortunately not because the ANA offi- 
cially opened its 95th Anniversary Con- 
vention in the Cream City. With almost 
Biblical fury, blinding rain deluged the 
area with more than seven inches of 
water. According to a National Weather 
Service meteorologist, the storm "'broke 
all the records." 

Although the same cannot be said for 
attendance at the Milwaukee show, reg- 
istration neared the 10,000 mark, despite 
the soggy reception on opening day. Re- 
marked John Wilson, co-chairman of the 
event, "I hope, for the dealers' sake, that 
very few of the 10,000 were 'tire-kickers.'" 
ANA Executive Director Ruthann Brettell 
felt that the Wisconsin State Fair, also 
scheduled for convention week, may have 
affected attendance. "Many of the curious 
folk looking for something to do went to 
the fair rather than coming to our show." 

The Professional Numismatists Guild 
conducted its day of dealings on Tuesday, 
August 5, with a reported 137 tables. In

general, PNG dealers felt business was 
brisk, though people were cautious and 
selective in making their purchases. 

Wednesday morning a restless crowd 
milled about the MECCA Convention 
Hall, awaiting the official opening of the 
ANA show at 1 1 a.m. The throng quieted 
briefly for a short welcome address by 
Convention Chairman Kurt Krueger, after 
which ANA President Florence Schook 
snipped the ceremonial ribbon at the en- 
trance to the bourse. The convention was 
under way. 

Traversing the expansive bourse floor 
proved a long haul for many visitors, 
though most managed to peruse the offer- 
ings of all 350 tables. Quite popular were 
the "$100" tables, where no items cost 
more than a C-note and dealers willingly 
pulled out their trays of material for col- 
lectors to study at their leisure. 

An impressive display mounted by the 
British Royal Mint to celebrate its 1 100th 
consecutive year of minting was the cen- 
terpiece of the area featuring world mints 
and government agencies.

and Printing. Art medal enthusiasts were 
enthralled with the French Mint's mod- 
erately-priced medallic offerings, while 
collectors of numismatic-philatelic covers 
frequented the U.S. Postal Service Booth 
to have their BEP souvenir cards canceled 
with a special convention postmark. 

At day's end, weary dealers and ANA 
staff returned to their hotel rooms to 
refresh themselves, only to find that the 
hot showers they'd been dreaming of 
were an impossibility. Guests at the Hyatt 
Regency found this notice slipped under 
their doors: 

. . . The City of Milwaukee power 
plant, which provides this portion of the 
downtown area with steam, has been ex- 
periencing flooding problems. 

This hotel's hot water system is 
heated by steam supplied by the City of 
Milwaukee Power Plant. At 5 p.m. the 
plant was forced to shut down complete- 
ly .. . The City has informed us that this 
inconvenience will not last any longer 
than early Thursday morning. 

(Needless to say, hot water was not 
restored until late Thursday afternoon, 
long after the brave-at-heart had attempted 
to suds up under the showers' icy spray.) 

Show activity picked up on day two, 
with one dealer commenting that it was 
the first time he could remember business 
surpassing that conducted on opening day. 
As many observed, the convention was 
truly a "collectors' show," evidenced by 
the continual flow of traffic through the 
exhibit area and the phenomenal attend- 
ance at the Numismatic Theatre and 


meetings of ANA-affiliated clubs. 

Keeping convention-goers abreast of 
show happenings was a free, daily edition 
of Numismatic News, produced by Krause 
Publications and its st^ of busy reporters. 
Convention Committee member Tom 
Snyder, owner of Olympic Speed Printing 
in Milwaukee, made sure the editions 
were set in print and distributed to the 
convention center and local hotels early 
each morning. 

ANA BUSINESS 

Reviving an old tradition. Executive 
Director Ruthann Brettell invited a key- 
note speaker to address the audience at 
session one of the ANA business meeting. 
Following an invocation by ANA Treas- 
urer Adna Wilde Jr., Howard Ruff, con- 
troversial critic of the numismatic indus- 
try, stepped to the podium. 

Despite his fears of a less-than-enthu- 
siastic reception, the 80 people in attend- 
ance listened thoughtfully as he expressed 
his views. According to Ruff, the infla-

tionary periods of recent years have 
spawned a "new breed of coin dealers" 
who discovered that investors could be 
romanced. "The industry attracted large 
numbers of these people, forever chang- 
ing your hobby," he said. "It will never 
be the same again, no matter how much 
you might like it to be . . . if this industry 
does not look at the things that are wrong 
with it and take the lead in exposing and 
driving the 'bad guys' out of business, it's 
going to rub off on you, and scandals will 
develop that will unfairly discredit an en- 
tire industry."

The ANA Board met in a total of four 
sessions, during which a number of mo- 
tions affecting Association policies and 
operations were voted upon. Several res- 
olutions were offered concerning the 
ANA'S position on the coin industry, two 
of which echo Ruff's sentiments: 

RESOLVED: That the ANA Board of 
Directors recognizes the right of every 
dealer to sell his stock in a manner con- 
sistent with his expressed views and 
consistent with the member/dealer code 
of ethics, but that we deplore firms or 
persons who sell overgraded material- 
train salespersons to hype rare coins but 
do not train them in numismatology, 
without intent to accomplish anything 
other than reach out to those unsophis- 
ticated in rare coins and motivate them 
to buy. 

RESOLVED: That the American Numis- 
matic Association create a task force for 
the purpose of designing a comprehen- 
sive program for the self-regulation of 
the coin industry by the participants in 
the industry, which program is to in- 
clude mechanisms for the establishment 
of a self-regulatory body to enforce and 
mandate adherence to rules and regula- 
tions created by the task force. 

Perhaps one of the most hotly-debated 
topics discussed during the meetings was 
grading standards for U.S. coins. The As- 
sociation recently adopted several inter- 
mediate grades, which, at this time, are 


being examined and perfected by the ANA 
Certification Service. To ensure that grad- 
ing criteria remain consistent, the ANA 
is assembling a "grading set," or reference 
collection, consisting of examples of every 
U.S. coin in varying degrees of preserva- 
tion. In addition, a grading panel, com- 
prised of Steele Eunson, Ron Howard, 
Tom DeLorey, ANACS Director Richard 
Montgomery and ANA Governor Bill 
Fivaz, was appointed to oversee the for- 
mation of the set and was given the final 
authority to approve those coins chosen. 

Also discussed was the Association's

1891 Club, which was formed several 
years ago to help fund special celebrations 
for the ANA'S 100th Anniversary Conven- 
tion in 1991. For a tax-deductible donation 
of $91, an individual was inducted into 
the club and entitled to a number of 
special benefits, including a bound vol- 
ume detailing the ANA's history. 

The project, unfortunately, has proved 
more costly than originally anticipated, 
and the Board voted to increase the 1891 
Club membership fee to $189.10, to take 
effect on February 9, 1987 (or 189 days 
from the time of the motion's approval). 
However, the motion does not appear to 
have the support of the membership, and 
Governor Kurt Krueger has promised to 
reintroduce the subject at Board meetings 
scheduled for later this year. 

Chicagoan Carl Wolf has stepped down 
from the chairmanship of the 1891 Club 
to devote his energies to coordinating the 
convention's annual Numismatic Theatre; 



taking the reins is Charles Colver of Co- 
vina, California. 

A growing concern about numismatic 
thefts induced the Board to pass a resolu- 
tion favoring the establishment of a com- 
puterized information clearinghouse that 
would sort, index and disseminate current 
data on numismatic crimes. The informa- 
tion would be made available to all dealers 
and law enforcement agencies. 

After receiving several complaints about 
the dates of the 96th Anniversary Conven- 
tion, which was to be held in Atlanta dur- 
ing the 1987 Labor Day weekend, the 
Board considered rescheduling the event. 
Since then, officials at the Georgia World 
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Congress Center, proposed site of the con- 
vention, have agreed to change the dates 
to August 26-30. 

The Board also reviewed complaints, 
disciplinary actions and suggestions from 
the membership. Further reports of Board 
activity will appear in a forthcoming issue 
of The Numismatist. 

NUMISMATIC THEATRE 

''One of the most important functions 
of the ANA is the dissemination of nu- 
mismatic information," contends Carl 
Wolf, whose successful coordination of 
the Numismatic Theatre in Detroit (1984) 
and Milwaukee has established it as a con- 
vention institution. 

Every afternoon throughout the conven- 
tion, the Numismatic Theatre offered 
hourly presentations by hobbyists and 
noted authorities, among them Eugene 
Essner, Deputy Director of the U.S. Mint; 
Mike Mansley, Assistant Director of 
North American Marketing for the British 
Royal Mint; Chet Krause, president of 
Krause Publications; Gene Hessler and 
Neil Shafer, paper money specialists; Wal- 
ter Breen, well-known numismatic schol- 
ar; and Francis Paul Prucha, acknowl- 
edged authority on Indian peace medals. 

Following each presentation, speakers 
entertained questions from the audience. 
Essner, who discussed the U.S. Mint's gold 
bullion program, called upon one man 
who asked, "Is the government going to 
recall all these issues like it did in 1933?" 
Essner laughed but made no comment. 

Coin Club Operations Panel Discussion 

Because a number of coin clubs are dy- 
ing each year, and many more are sadly 
lacking in membership, the Numismatic 
Theatre offered a special program devoted 
to coin club operations. A panel consist- 
ing of eight representatives from some of 
the country's healthiest, most successful 
coin clubs was interviewed by Moderator 
Carl Wolf (whose enthusiasm and presen- 
tation rivaled Phil Donahue's) regarding 
fund raising, monthly meetings, recruit- 
ment and other club activities. 

Panelists included Bob Matylewicz of 
the Wyoming Valley Coin Club (Duryea, 
PA); Dave Hunsicker, Milwaukee Numis- 
matic Society (Milwaukee, WI); Archie 
Black, Ocean County Coin Club (Brick, 
NJ); Ray Dillard, Flint Fying Eagle Coin 



Pamela Bonk of Educational Video. Inc. coor- 
dinated the production of the ANA 's lastest in- 
structional videocassette, ‘‘Coins: Genuine. 
Counterfeit and Altered . " During a press con- 
ference conducted by ANA officials. Ms. Bonk 
presented President Florence Schook a royal- 
ty check for $1,366.39. 

Club (Flint, MI); Nina Nystrom, Uni- 
versity Coin Club (Seattle, WA); Gerry 
Anaszewicz, Chicago Coin Club (Chi- 
cago, IL); George Courtesis, Old Fort Coin 
Club (Fort Wayne, IN); and John Zabel, 
Rochester Numismatic Association 
(Rochester, NY). 

Bob Matylewicz set the audience abuzz 
when he explained how his club sustains 
a membership of 300. Three times each 
year, his club meetings feature free beer 
and pizza, with a typicd attendance of 200 
people! Even when meetings don't offer 
this enticement, an average of 95 mem- 
bers attend (except when club officials call 
for nomination of officers). The topic of 
meeting attendance then was opened to 
the floor, with one woman commenting 
that a member of her club "comes just for 
my cake." 

To make club participation more tempt- 
ing for all, the Ocean County Coin Club 
has established that one member of its 
board must be a junior member under age 
18. The group also schedules regular 
outings to baseball games. According to 
President Archie Black, "Our members 
don't argue about club policy as much as 
they do about whether to see the Yankees 
or the Mets." 

Talk eventually turned to the ANA and 
what it does (or does not do) for clubs and 
their members. One member of the panel 
admitted that his organization did not 
renew its ANA membership because it

felt that the benefits received were not 
worth the price of annual dues, while 
another panelist extolled the merits of the 
ANA, especially its award program and 
library services. 

A number of people expressed dissatis- 
faction with the ANA District Represent- 
atives Program, stating that the identity 
and whereabouts of the representatives 
assigned to their areas were well-kept se- 
crets. ANA Librarian Nancy Green, who 
was present in the audience, explained 
that ANA headquarters plans to publish 
a list of district reps in an upcoming issue 
of The Numismatist and hopes to produce 
a guide outlining their responsibilities. 
Also in the works is a directory of ANA 
member clubs. 

Grading Seminar and Panel Discussion 

Members of the ANA Certification Serv- 
ice and several private coin-grading firms 
met on the evening of August 7 to discuss 
formation of an association to settle grad- 
ing disputes and work toward uniform 
grading standards. Participating in the 
panel discussion, at the invitation of 
ANACS Director Richard Montgomery, 
were representatives of Accugrade, Amer- 
ican Certification Service, International 
Numismatic Society, Maurice Rosen Nu- 
mismatic Advisory, Numisco, Numis- 
matic Certification Institute and Profes- 
sional Coin Grading Service, along with 
independent graders Tom DeLorey and 
Leroy Van Allen. 

As might be expected, discussion was 


heated throughout much of the 90-minute 
session, with the greatest dissent arising 
over the relationship between a coin's 
grade and its value. The meeting ended 
with an agreement to gather the follow- 
ing day to lay the foundation for a meeting 
at the Long Beach (California) Interna- 
tional Philatelic and Numismatic Exposi- 
tion in October. 

During the second session, participants 
concurred that an organization of grading 
services was a viable suggestion that should 
be pursued. Decisions regarding the mem- 
bership and ultimate goals of the organiza- 
tion were postponed until the Long Beach 
meeting. In the meantime, participants 
will be surveyed by mail and asked to 
state what they feel are the three most im- 
portant objectives of such an organization. 
From the results, an agenda will be cre- 
ated for the Long Beach meeting.

Outstanding Club Publications 

Each year The Numismatist conducts 
an Outstanding Club Publication com- 
petition to determine the best newsletters 
or journals produced by regional and local 
organizations. The winners are announced 
at the annual District and Club Repre- 
sentatives Breakfast held during conven- 
tion week. 

Selected as the outstanding local pub- 
lication for 1986 was the Calgary (Alberta) 
Numismatic Society Newsletter, edited 
by Neil Probert. The NASC Quarterly, a 
publication of the Numismatic Associa- 
tion of Southern California, was named 
the outstanding regional publication. En- 
couraged by recognition of the Quarterly 
as "Most Improved Publication" at last 
year's convention. Editor Gary Beedon and 
Quarterly contributors worked hard to 
boost it to its present level of excellence. 

Under the direction of Editor Douglas 
B. McDonald, the Reno (Nevada) Coin 
Club Newsletter earned an honorable 
mention. The club has been in existence 
only a short time, but its newsletter befits 
that of a senior organization. 


Outstanding Club Representative 

As Douglas McDonald stepped up to 
receive the honorable mention for the 
Reno Coin Club's newsletter, he was in- 
structed not to return to his seat. Ex- 
ecutive Director Ruthann Brettell then 
proceeded to announce this year's Out- 
standing Club Representative, who was 
none other than Doug McDonald. 

AUCTION 

Prices realized at the five-session auc- 
tion, conducted by Kagin's Numismatic 
Auctions, totaled nearly $3.7 million, 
with a standing-room-only turnout push- 
ing sales 20 percent over estimate. Session 
I, which contained the bulk of Morgan 
and Peace dollars offered, featured an 
1893-S in EF-40 that brought $3,410; 
1903-S in MS-63, $3,080; and a roll of 1896 
graded between MS-63 and MS-64, $2,310. 

Commemoratives and gold highlighted 
Session n, including a 1900 Lafayette dol- 
lar in MS-67, $1 1,000; 1936 Bridgeport in 
MS-65, $1,155; 1936 Lynchburg in MS-65, 
$1,237; and a Robinson- Arkansas in proof- 
65, $4,620. Among territorial gold, an 
1830 Templeton Reid $2V2 in VF-30 
brought $35,200, an 1851 Augustus FFum- 
bert $50 in EF-40 realized $9,900, and an 
1854 Kellogg Si Company $20 in EF-45 
crossed the block at $2,640. 

U.S. gold included an 1861-D dollar in 
AU-55, $15,400; 1906 $ 21/2 in MS-65, 
$3,520; 1854-D $3 in EF-40, $6,820; 1881 
$3 in proof-63, $12,100; and an 1879 $4 
Stella in proof-63, $26,400. Large-denom- 
ination gold featured a 1795 $5 in MS-60, 
$12,100; 1830 $5 in AU-50, $9,350; 1795 
$10inAU-50, $8,250; 1913 $10 in MS-65, 
$6,820; and an 1861-S $20 (Pacquet re- 
verse) in EF-40, $3,740. 

Session III, which featured Canadian 
and U.S. paper money, included a 1911 
Banque Internationale du Canada $10 
note in VF, $2,200; 1864 Union Bank of 
Prince Edward Island $20 in good, $3,300; 
1866 Province of Canada $10 in VG, 
$5,940; and a 1954 Bank of Canada "E)evil 
Face" uncirculated eight-note set, $2,530. 

Among U.S. notes, a 1923 legal-tender 
$10 in gem crisp uncirculated condition 
sold for $1,650, an 1896 $5 silver certifi- 
cate in gem crisp uncirculated brought 
$2,750, a 1918 Federal Reserve $500 in 
crisp uncirculated fetched $4,840 and an 
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1870 National Gold Bank $5 note in EF 
went to $2,750. 

Session IV, offering U.S. nickel and sil- 
ver coinage, included an 1882 3-cent nick- 
el in proof-65, $1,870; 1885 nickel in 
proof-65, $1,980; 1797 dime in AU-55, 
$4,180; 1821 dime in MS-64, $4,180; and 
an 1875-S 20 cents in proof-60/63, $13,200. 
A 1796 quarter dollar in AU-55 brought 
$18,700, a 1916 quarter in AU-50/55 real- 
ized $2,090, an 1838-0 half dollar in AU- 
50 went to $33,000 and an 1894 half dollar 
in proof-65 was hammered down at $3,740. 

In Session V, comprising early U.S., an- 
cient and foreign currency, a silver 1785 
Immune Columbia in fine grade brought 
$4,125, a 1787 Vermont Ryder- 15 cent in 
good grade sold for $5,720, a 1744 Massa- 
chusetts 2-pence note in fine fetched 
$2,200 and an 1856 Flying Eagle cent in 
proof-63 was bid to $3,080. Ancients in- 
cluded a decadrachm from Sicily (405-380 
B.C.) in VF, $2,860; a gold octadrachm 
from th^ Ptolemaic Kingdom of Egypt 
(285-46 B.C.J in VG, $2,640; and a Byzan- 
tine gold solidus from the reign of Con- 
stantine 1 in EF, $2,750.

SPECIAL EVENTS 

Royal Canadian Mint Press Roundtable 

The convention provided a prime op- 
portunity for the Royal Canadian Mint to 
introduce its new $100 gold commemo- 
rative coin. At a press reception held 
Thursday, August 7, Robert J. Huot, vice 
president of marketing, explained that the 
reverse of the piece features entwined 
olive branches and maple leaves to com- 
memorate 1986 as the '"International Year 
of Peace." 

When questioned about how the United 
States' gold bullion program might affect 
Canadian sales, Huot felt it would help, 
not hinder, the Royal Canadian Mint's 
campaign. "Sales have dropped recently, 
but the U.S. pieces should boost general 
interest in bullion coins," he said.

British Royal Mint Reception 

A cocktail reception sponsored by the 
British Royal Mint on August 7 attracted 
a great variety of numismatic luminaries. 
Deputy Master of the Royal Mint Dr. Jer- 
emy Gerhard was unable to attend the 
festivities as planned, but the Mint was 
ably represented by Mike Mansley, assist- 
ant director of North American market- 
ing; Michael Sedgwick, public relations 
executive for North America; and Royal 
Mint employees Gwyneth Hickman, Char- 
maigne Boga and Tony Cale. 

Dealer Fest 

Introduced this year, the "Dealer Fest" 
was, in the words of Convention Services 
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Coordinator Patricia Yates, ''the over- 
whelming success of the convention." As 
part of their bourse fees, each dealer 
received two tickets to the affair, which 
featured four elaborate buffets — sausages 
and cheeses, hot German entrees, cold 
dishes, and rich desserts and pastries. In 
the midst of the impressive spread, a 
whole roast pig turned on a spit. 

No speeches or award presentations in- 
terfered with the casual atmosphere of the 
evening, and guests could return to the 
buffet tables or "beer gazebos" as often as 
they pleased. The ethnic feast originally 
was intended for the awards banquet held 
toward the end of convention week, but 
the committee opted for a more formal, 
"sit-down" dinner for that occasion. 

Katherine Ortega Reception 

A number of government officials at- 
tended the Milwaukee show, among them 
U.S. Treasurer Katherine Davalos Ortega, 
whose graceful, quieting presence was a 
welcome change from the convention 
hubbub. A reception was held in her hon- 
or, at which members of the press and 
invited guests — among them Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing Director Robert 
Leuver and retired Coin World editor 
Margo Russell — could chat with her. Al- 
though Mrs. Ortega made no formal state- 
ments, Florence Schook did call her to the 
podium to accept a small token of appre- 
ciation — a set of photographic prints of 
her visit to ANA headquarters in June. 

Numismatic Literary Guild Bash 

Although many groups hold special 
events during the convention, the Numis- 
matic Literary Guild Bash, held Thursday 
evening, August 7, is singled out here 
because it characteristically provides the 
one opportunity to poke light-hegjted fun 
at the hobby. Master of ceremonies for the 
night was NLG member Donn Pearlman, 
a broadcaster/reporter for CBS radio and 
television in Chicago, and frequent con- 
tributor to numismatic publications. 

Notes NLG Director David Alexander, 
"Every Bash has been a social highlight 
of its host ANA convention, but Donn 
Pearlman' s 1986 effort has to be placed at 
the top. His merciless satirizing of the 
great quagmire of numerical grading was 
only slightly exaggerated, if you follow 
the astonishing leaps and gyratings of that 
field today."

Following a brief monologue by Pearl- 
man regarding the drenching rain of the 
previous day, Walter "The Warlock" 
Breen mounted the stage, where, one by 
one, Pearlman read him a half-dozen "an- 
swers." As if clairvoyant, Breen provided 
the questions. (For example, to Pearlman's 
answer "Senator Joseph McCarthy," 
Breen responded, "Name the only promi- 
nent Wisconsin native not mentioned on 
the ANA convention medal.") 

Some counterstamped 25-cent pieces 
that circulated at the convention supplied 
the fodder for a short skit by Columnist 
Michael Fuljenz and ANA Governor 
David Ganz. Apparently, an enterprising 
contender for the ANA ^ard stamped the 
quarters with a campaign message, bend- 
ing them slightly out of shape. It wasn't 
long before the contorted coins jammed 
telephones and vending machines around 
the convention center and nearby hotels. 

Donn Pearlman wrapped up his role 
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in the evening's revelry with a whirl- 
wind course in "The Numerical Key to 
Precision Grading/' a mathematical "for- 
mula" involving nearly every number 
associated with numismatics, from the 
11 proposed grades and their obverse- 
reverse combinations to the zip code of 
ANA headquarters. 


Educational Forum 

More than 75 people attended Friday 
night's Educational Forum, moderated by 
Chet Krause and featuring presentations 
by author/researcher Robert Julian, nu- 
mismatic book dealer George Kolbe and 
primitive-money collector Charles Opitz. 

First to address the audience was Bob 
Julian, who discussed his experiences in 
conducting research at the National Ar- 
chives in Washington, D.C. The first slide 
flashed on the screen was supposed to 
show row upon row of bound, historical 
documents but instead pictured New 
Guinea natives clad in traditional garb (a 
preview of Charles Opitz' talk). The prob- 
lem was quickly solved, however, and 
Julian proceeded. 

He recounted how he was working in 
the Archives' stacks late one night and 
left the room to get a drink of water. 
When he returned, he found he was 
locked out of the room but locked in the 
building. Just as he was becoming a bit 
concerned, Julian remembered that he 
could reach the stacks by a rather round- 
about route through the basement. 

The security guards were waiting for

him when he eventually made his way 
back, explaining that now they knew 
what had set off the building's alarms. 
The next day, Julian noticed a new sign 
in the stacks prohibiting evening research. 

George Kolbe talked about the "Fasci- 
nating World of Numismatic Literature" 
and how his passion for collecting fine 
books blossomed into a full-time busi- 
ness. Kolbe ran the business from his 
home, until his burgeoning stock began 
to occupy more and more room. Eventual- 
ly, he moved his base of operations to an 
office building, and as he was organizing 
his stock, a security guard approached 
him and asked, "These numismatic books 
. . . they're not dirty, are they?" 

Relating stories of his travels in quest 
of odd and curious money, Charles Opitz 
explained that his interest in this unusual 
field of numismatics stemmed from the 
increasing cost of collecting U.S. coins. 
He illustrated his talk with slides taken 
on his trip to New Guinea in 1973, just 
six years after inhabitants of this unex- 
plored area caught their first glimpse of 
white men. (Every so often, a scantily 
clothed native appeared on the screen, and 
the audience tittered like children leafing 
through issues of National Geographic.) 

AWARDS CEREMONY 
Medal of Merit 

Silver Medals of Merit, presented an- 
nually for outstanding service to the As- 
sociation and the hobby, were awarded to 
Harry X Boosel and Robert L. and Marjorie 
Owens Hendershott at the awards cere- 
mony, Saturday, August 9. A former ANA 
governor, Boosel is affectionately known 
as "Mr. 1873" for his pioneering research 
on the $3 gold piece of that year. 

Prefacing the presentation of Medals of 
Merit to the Hendershotts, Florence Schook 
said, "This occasion is as rare as the qual- 
ity of caring that these two have brought 
to the hobby, as well as to each other. 
Few couples are as compatible, fewer have 
done more for the hobby. Each deserves 
recognition in their own right, and each 
is being so honored. But as a pair, they 
are incomparable." 

Top Recruiters 

In recognition of its two top member- 
ship recruiters, whose effons exemplify 
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Charles Opitz, a collector of primitive money 
and one of the featured speakers at the Edu- 
cational Forum, carried away two exhibit 
awards— the R.R. Donnelley et) Sons Company 
Award for General or Specialized Numismat- 
ics and a special trophy presented by the In- 
ternational Primitive Money Society for his ex- 
hibit entitled "A Selection of Odd and Curious 
Money from New Guinea. ”

M. Vernon Sheldon Memorial 
Audio/ Visual Award 

Initiated in 1983, the M. Vernon Shel- 
don Award recognizes outstanding audio/ 
visual programs donated to the ANA 
Library. Gerald Kochel of Lititz, Penn- 
sylvania, received this year's award for his 
gift of a slide set entitled "Early American 
Paper Money Featuring Adam Hubley." 

Literary Awards 

The ANA'S top literary prize, named for 
Dr. George F. Heath, originator of the As- 
sociation's official publication, was pre- 
sented to authors of outstanding articles 
published in the 1985 volume of The Nu- 
mismatist. Winning a first-place Heath 
Literary Award, comprising a silver medal 
and $250 cash, were Charlotte and David 
Gale for "Jonathan Swift and the Irish 


Coinage of William Wood" (July 1985). 

Second prize, a bronze medal and $100 
cash, was awarded to William D. Hyder 
and R.W. Colbert for "The Selling of the 
Stone Mountain Half Dollar" (March 
1985), while third place winner Thomas 
K. DeLorey received a bronze medal for 
"Longacre: Unsung Engraver of the U.S. 
Mint" (October 1985). Certificates of Mer- 
it were presented to Miguel L. Munoz for 
"The Mexico Mint: 450 Years of Tradi- 
tion" (May 1985); George E. Ewing Jr. for 
"A Remembrance of Jean Castaing" (Sep- 
tember 1985); and E.B. Banning and L.A. 
Pavlish for "Comments on Balinese Shad- 
ow Money" (February 1985). 

The Wayte and Olga Raymond Memo- 
rial Literary Award, presented for articles 
in The Numismatist exhibiting the best 
original research on U.S. coinage, carries 
a $400 cash stipend and was bestowed 
upon Hyder and Colbert for "The Selling 
of the Stone Mountain Half Dollar."

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Proposed Bylaw Amendments Affect Election Procedures 


Article FV, Section 4(o) of the bylaws of 
the American Numismatic Association 
requires that any proposed amendments 
to the bylaws that affect the voting rights 
of ANA members, eligibility for o&ice, or 
structure of the Board of Governors must 
be submitted in writing to the ANA Ex- 
ecutive Director by no less than three 
members of the Board of Governors, to- 
gether with written arguments in support 
of such amendments. 

The Executive Director is required to 
mail a copy of said amendments and ar- 
guments to each member of the Board. In 
turn, the remaining members of the Board 
have the right to submit written argu- 
ments to the Executive Director in oppo- 
sition to the proposed amendments. Both 
sides of the argument then are presented 
in The Numismatist. 

The bylaws provide that no action shall 
be taken by the Board on such amend- 
ments prior to the expiration of a 40-day 
period beginning with the last day of mail- 
ing of the issue of The Numismatist in 
which they appear. Within a 365-day pe- 
riod immediately following the aforemen- 
tioned 40-day period, the Board may take 
action on the proposed amendments. In 
the meantime, members of the Associa- 
tion may express their support of or op- 
position to the proposed changes by writ- 
ing to the Executive Director. 


Proposed Amendments 

The following proposed amendments af- 
fect Article VI of the ANA bylaws and pro- 
vide for the continued election of the Pres- 
ident and Vice President for two-year 
terms, as well as the election of seven Gov- 
ernors at large, also for two-year terms. 

ARTICLE VI 
Officers — Election 

Section 1. No change. 

Section 2. The President, Vice President and 
Governors shall be elected biennially to serve 
for two years. Any Governor heretofore elected 
for a four-year term shall be entitled to serve 
for the balance of that term. 

Section 3. All candidates shall be elected at 
large. In the first election under this section, 


the three candidates for Governor with the 
highest number of votes shall be elected, and 
in each succeeding election the seven candi- 
dates for Governor having the highest number 
of votes shall be elected. 

Section 4. The Executive Director shall cause 
a current list of the nominees who have re- 
ceived the required number of nominations and 
the actions of the nominees thereon to be pub- 
lished in the issues of The Numismatist for 
April through June, inclusive, of the election 
year. The names of nominators and the num- 
bers of nominators shall not be so published. 
The Executive Director shall obtain and pub- 
lish in the June issue of The Numismatist for 
such year a photograph and a biography and 
platform, not exceeding 250 words in len^h, 
of each nominee who has accepted a nomina- 
tion; and shall furnish sufficient copies of all 
of the foregoing to the firm designated in Sec- 
tion 5 of this Article VI for transmittal with 
the ballots to all of the members entitled to 
vote. Said biography shall include a record of 
the nominee's services to the Association and 
to numismatics in general. 

Sections 5-8. Same as current Sections 8-11. 

Section 9. If any other vacancy shall occur 
on the Board of Governors for any reason, such 
vacancy shall be filled by the person who failed 
to be elected as a Governor by the least number 
of votes in the most recent election. Each subse- 
quent vacancy shall be filled in like manner by 
the person who in turn failed to be elected as 
a Governor by the next least number of votes. 

Section 10. Same as current Section 13. 

Section 11. No person shall be eligible for 
election as Governor in any election who has 
been elected to serve as Governor for eight (8) 
consecutive years in the most recent preceding 
elections; but any such person, other than a 
Past President, shall be eligible for election as 
President or Vice President at such election. 

Sections 12-13. Same as current Sections 15-16. 

Section 14. The phrases "four-year term" and 
"term of four years," "two-year term" and 
"term of two years," and "eight (8) consecutive 
years" as used in this Article VI shall be deemed 
to include a term of approximately two or four 
years, or a period of approximately eight (8) 
years, as the case may be, in all instances where 
a Governor's tenure may be slightly less than 
or slightly more than that time frame by reason 
of differences in the dates on which the Gover- 
nors are installed. 

Section 15. Same as current Section 18. 
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Supporting Argimients 
ANA President Florence Schook and 
Governors David L. Ganz, Kurt R. Krue- 
ger, Kenneth L. Hallenbeck and Grover C. 
Criswell have submitted the following ar- 
guments in support of the amendments 
proposed above. 


The proposal to elect seven Governors at 
large is preferable to the proposed regional elec- 
tions for the following reasons: 

1) The at-large system enables a member to 
vote for the seven candidates of his choice. The 
regional system prevents him from doing so 
when two or more candidates of his choice may 
be running for the same regional seat. 

2) Matters to be acted upon by the ANA 
Board are not of a regional nature but of con- 
cern to all members. Every ANA member, 
regardless of his place of residence, is rep- 
resented by all Governors. 

3) A review of the election returns for the last 
38 years discloses that during that period the 
Board of Governors was, at all times, composed 
of Board members elected from each of the re- 
gions for which regional elections are proposed. 

4) The original proposal for regional election 


would deprive the members of the right to vote 
for three of the seven Governors. 

The proposal to elect seven Governors at 
large is superior to the present numbered-seat 
system for the following reasons: 

1) The numbered-seat system prevents an 
ANA member from voting for all of the can- 
didates of his choice if some of his favorite can- 
didates are running against each other for the 
same seat. 

2) Under the present system, candidates fa- 
vored by the majority of the members may 
compete for the same numbered seat, resulting 
in the defeat of candidates preferred by the ma- 
jority. Winning candidates for one numbered 
seat often receive far less votes than losing can- 
didates running for another seat. 

3) Under the numbered-seat system, a can- 
didate may win or lose depending on his seat 
selection and the strength of his opponents for 
that seat. In the same election, a candidate 
could be elected for one seat but might have 
been defeated if he had selected another seat. 

4) The present system, which requires that 
incumbents declare seat numbers in order of 
their seniority, penalizes Governors who have 
given the longest period of service to the As- 
sociation. The system enables someone to "'set 
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up" a Governor with high seniority by taking 
advantage of his advance seat selection and in- 
ducing a more highly-publicized candidate to 
oppose him. 

5) Numbered seats do not represent regions; 
in fact, the numbers represent nothing. 

6) The numbered-seat system is conducive 
to a strong candidate running unopposed for a 
numbered seat. 

7) Under the numbered-seat system, any 
Board vacancy will be filled by the candidate 
who lost by the least number of votes. In 1979 
the candidate who lost by the least number of 
votes received 1,911 votes. Eight other losing 
candidates for other seats received more votes, 
including two with 5,477 and 4,622 votes. 

Non-staggered two-year terms are prefera- 
ble to the staggered four-year terms used under 
the current numbered-seat system and proposed 
for the regional/at-large system for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1) Non-staggered terms would enable the 
members to evaluate the performances of all 
incumbent candidates for Governor at the end 
of each two-year period and determine whether 
they deserve reelection. Staggered terms require 
the members to wait for the completion of the 
incumbents' four-year terms before deciding 
whether they should be reelected. 

2) The right to vote for seven Governors 
every two years increases the number of offices 
to which members may be elected in each elec- 
tion and is conducive to a larger voter turnout. 

3) Staggered terms serve only one purpose: 
to guarantee that there will always be some ex- 
perienced individuals on the Board. However, 
ANA bylaws provide that the President and 
Vice President must have served at least one 
term on the Board, thereby assuring the ANA 
of two experienced Board members. Concern- 
ing the remaining seven Board members, al- 
most all incumbents have been reelected prior 
to the adoption of staggered terms. For exam- 
ple, in the last six elections in which the mem- 
bers voted for seven Governors (1969-79), no 
incumbent Governor was defeated in two elec- 
tions and only one incumbent Governor was 
defeated in each of the other four elections. 


Opposing Arguments 
Voicing opposition to the proposed 
amendments are Governors Bob Medlar, 
Arthur M. Kagin and Bill Fivaz, the latter 
of whom maintains his support of the 
counter-proposal (outlined in the June 
1986 issue of The Numismatist, pp. 1176- 
77) to those amendments proposed in the 
May 1986 issue of The Numismatist (pp. 
954-56). 


The following argument in opposition 
to the amendments proposed herein was 
submitted by Bob Medlar: 

My objections to this system are plain and 
simple: boy, we just never learn! It seems each 
succeeding generation of Board members must 
learn the same lessons sadly learned the hard 
way by their predecessors. 

The numbered-seat system is an abortive at- 
tempt at compromise between the very system 
now proposed and that of having both regional 
and at-large representation. Do the Board mem- 
bers remember that this numbered-seat system 
is an improvement over the abuses practiced 
when everyone voted for at-large positions? Ap- 
parently not. 

In the last "at-large" election, the top seven 
people elected were the big advertisers, the 
heavy hand-shakers and one knight on a white 
horse who wrote columns. Each ultimately 
became president but never did much to ad- 
vance numismatics or the hobby, except for the 
horse rider. They were stylists— mostly form 
and words— but were not aggressive proponents 
of the Association, except when it came to 
furthering their reelection prospects. And here 
we are, ready to return to that same system 
now proposed by a columnist, a hand-shaker 
and an advertiser. Again, the numismatist is 
to be frozen out of an opportunity to advance 
the Association. 

Obviously, several would-be candidates will 
be unalterably opposed to regional elections. 
People in their region know the true workers 
and who will be best for the ANA. Politicians, 
even ours, seem to maneuver the election proc- 
ess to enhance their own candidacy. This new 
proposal is no different. 

The proposal that Governors serve only two- 
year terms is a positive move for those with 
national name recognition but a negative move 
for the collector and numismatist who aspire 
to the Board to help improve the hobby. I have 
been told several times that it takes a full year 
to learn the "ins and outs" of the operation of 
the Association. How, then, can these Gov- 
ernors be effective if they must stand for re- 
election every other year? They can't — their 
decisions will be tainted by their need to be re- 
elected. This system would enhance the status 
of the evergreen Governor and the paid staff, 
as the newcomers would never catch up enough 
to know what is going on. 

For example, I believe that none of the cur- 
rent new Board members know that the ex- 
penditures for 1986 salaries is up by 50 percent 
over 1985 expenditures, or that our total fiscal 
year 1985-86 expenditures exceeded 1984-85 
figures by $555,000, with no apparent justifica- 
tion. And with the Board continuity that this 
proposed election procedure can destroy, no one 
on the Board may know or care.

Deadline for receipt of completed forms at ANA headquarters 
is the first week of November 1986. 

Table sharing among bourse dealers proved a successful arrangement at the Milwaukee 
convention and consequently will be allowed in Atlanta. Each dealer may work with 
one other independent ANA dealer and no more than four assistants (excluding im- 
mediate family members), who must be ANA members employed by the dealer and 
must wear badges identifying them as such. Family members who are not on the firm’s 
payroll are allowed to work behind the table, provided they hold ANA membership. 
In making these arrangements, the dealer assumes responsibility, financial or other- 
wise, for dl transactions conducted by any independent dealer or person working behind 
his table.

HASMONAEAN DYNASTY: 103-37 B.C. 

Most coins are of the inscription /double cornucopiae type 
and were the basic medium of exchange during the 1st cen- 
tury B.C. These are often referred to as “Widow Mites” 

The value of the prutah is related to the Greek silver 
drachm: 1 silver drachm = 6 silver obols = 48 AE 
chalkoi » 168 AE prutot = 336 AE Lepta. In relation to 
the then current shekels of Tyre, one silver shekel = 

6.72 AE prutot. Later, this relationship changed slightly. 

HERODIAN DYNASTY: 37-4 B.C. 
During these troubled times a large variety of coin 
types and denominations were issued: most all of 
these offered by us are minted by Herod Agrippa I 
and are of the canopy/three ears of barley type 
which circulated in Jerusalem and environs. Herod 
Philip II and Agrippa issued portrait coins (graven 
images) which were designed to circulate outside 
the predominantly Jewish populated area.

OBITUARIES 


Leif Ronning 
LM 3655 

It is with a sad note that the Chicago 
Coin Club reports the death of Leif Ron- 
ning, its oldest and most senior member, 
who was in declining health for the past 
three years and passed away July 3 1 from 
heart failure. He was 92. 

Ronning joined the CCC at its 129th 
meeting in October 1929; in 1930 he 
joined the ANA. He was an expert on 
crowns and had assembled a renowned 
collection of thalers. He was not an active 
CCC member after his retirement but for 
a number of years made a point of attend- 
ing meetings at the Chicago International 
Coin Fair. He was always recognized as 
the club's senior member by the presiding 
officer and proudly acknowledged the ap- 
plause. His last meeting was in 1983. 

Bom in 1894 in Norway, Ronning be- 
came a Norwegian sailor while still a lad. 
In 1914 he joined the U.S. Merchant Ma- 
rines and served during the First World 


War. After discharge, he held several jobs 
and by the mid- 1920s had set up a coin 
and stamp shop on Chicago's Loop. A 
naturalized U.S. citizen, Ronning was a 
delightful and honest man, and his shop 
remained a part of the downtown scene 
until his retirement in 1956. 

Upon retirement, he became a world 
traveler and even returned several times 
to his native Norway, which he had not 
seen in more than 60 years. Most winters 
were spent in Florida, and in the summer 
he stayed at his ranch near Kalispell, Mon- 
tana. He was a great outdoorsman, and dur- 
ing the 40s and 50s he owned and operated 
a 55-foot sailing vessel on Lake Michigan. 
Collectors of the time remember coming 
to his shop and finding it closed, with a 
sign on the door that read "Gone Fishing." 

Never married, Ronning is survived by 
many nieces and nephews. Following a 
memorial service in Des Plaines, his cre- 
mated remains were laid to rest in the 
family plot in Oslo, Norway. — CFW
